CONDITIO!V OF THB OFFICE. 

The papers and records in the Department have been systematically ar- 
ranged in cases, the cases have been marked, and an index of the cases and 
contents have been prepared and transcribed into a book called the "Office 
Index," a reference to which will greatly facilitate the business of the 
office. 

The claims of citizens of the Coriimonwealth, and the reports of the 
several commissioners appointed to adjudicate the same, for damages sus- 
tained by reason of the late rebellion, have been carefully arranged. 

The act 6f 1871 directed that certificates should be issued to claimants 
for the amounts ascertained to be due them. Many of these certificates 
were only partially signed by the proper officers, and many of them were 
never filled up with the proper names and amounts. I have had all these 
defective certificates properly filled up and signed as required by law. 

A number of very valuable and interesting papers connected with the 
war of the revolution have been discovered in the office, and carefully col- 
lated. I think their publication would be of great public interest. 
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By the act of 1859, (P. L., 1859, p. 6,) the Board of Canal Commissioners 
was abolished, and all *' the books, papers, records, and other property be- 
longing to said department " were delivered to the custody of the Auditor 
General, who is required to give certified copies of papers, &c. This duty 
can be more properly performed by the Secretary of Internal Affairs, and 
it is therefore suggested that these books, papers, ^and records be trans- 
ferred to that department, with authority to the Secretary to give certified 
copies thereof when required.

REVENUE. 

The opinion expressed in my last annual report, in regard to the in- 
crease of the revenues, has been fully verified. 

The unpaid balances due on the appropriations for 1876, 1877, and 
1878, have been paid. With a further diversion of one half of the capital 
stock tax from the sinking fund to the general fund for one year, the ap- 
propriations for 1879 and 1880 can be paid in full. 

•A new revenue act cannot be properly judged from the amount of reve- 
nue it may yield the first year. The usual friction of the machinery 
of a new act, will prevent full results until after the expiration of the 
second year. It is proper to bear this fact in mind, in judging of the re- 
sults of the act of 1879. 

The new sources of revenue, under this act, have realized for the year 
ending December 31, 1879, as follows, to wit:

The tax on coal was reduced to one cent a ton on the 1st day of July, 
1880, and this will cause a loss of about $450,000 in the revenue from this 
source for the fiscal year ending November 30, 1881, and after the 1st of 
July, 1881, the assessment of tax on coal will wholly cease. 

The amount of this tax collected for 1878, was $530,186 46 

The amount of this tax collected for 1879, was 644,992 27 

The amount of this tax collected for 1880, is 811,139 16 

The result shows that the amount of $166 , 146 89 more tax was collected 
on coal mined for the fiscal year 1880, than for the previous year. Doubtless 
this increase is attributable partly to the increased tonnage of coal mined, 
and partly to the determination expressed in my last annual report, that 
on account of the losses sustained by the Commonwealth, by reason of 
non-liability of the directors for this tax, this Department would closely 
collect the same. 

The total amount collected from the tax on coal, both anthracite and 
bituminous, since the tax was imposed in 1867, to the 30th November, 
1880, is $6,180,193 30. 

The many ambiguities in the revenue act of 1879, should be removed. 

DBLINUUENT CORPORATIO.\ TAXB8. 

During the fiscal year ending on the 30th November, 1880, settlements 
have been made against delinquent corporations for taxes overdue for many 
years, to the amount of $297,237 78, of which sum the amount of $158,096 81 
has already been collected and paid into the treasury. 

In addition to the settlements already made, the Department is in pos- 
session of sufficient reports and data, to enable it to make further settle- 
ments against delinquent corporations, to the amount of over one quarter 
of a million of dollars, and to put the same in process of collection, before 
the 1st day of May, next. 
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The collection of these delinquent taxes has been strenuously resisted 
by many companies. 

Some of these companies claimed exemption from taxation under special 
charters, and they refused to pay until compelled by law. Others had es- 
caped taxation for so long a time, that they imagined they enjoyed pre- 
scriptive rights of evasion. 

As the list of delinquent corporations extends back over a period of 
twenty -five years, the Department has experienced great difficulty in ob- 
taining the records of the officers, and the location of the offices of many 
companies, and when the proper information was obtained, the Department 
was, in many instances, further delayed by the neglect or refusal of the 
companies to make their reports. 

A number of settlements involving considerable sums are still pending 
in the courts. 

As a consequence of these manifold delays and contests, many accounts 
remain unsettled, and possibly it will require one or two years of patient 
work on the part of the Department to close up all of the delinquent cases. 
It is firmly believed that tbe total amount of these taxes which have been, 
and may be recovered, will be about $1,000,000.

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIOIV8. 

In the fiscal year ending November 30, 1879, building and loan associa- 
tions registered in this Department to the number of nine hundred and 
eighty-eight. In 1880, the number registered was twenty-nine, making in 
all one thousand and seventeen. Out of this large number registered, only 
one hundred and forty-four have reported for taxation. It is due to the 
Department and to the public, that this failure on the part of so many 
companies to report, as required by law, should be explained. 

The revenue act of 1877, as did prior revenue acts, contained an excep- 
tion from taxation on capital stock of ^' all building associations, banks, 
savings institutions, and foreign insurance companies." Of course, for 
those years, no tax upon capital stock was imposed upon any of the ex- 
cepted companies. 
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The revenue act of 1879, (P. L., 1879, p. 112,) contained an exception 
from taxation on capital stock of the same companies mentioned in the 
exception of the act of 1877, with the single omission of ''building asso- 
ciations." The ordinary rules for the construction of statutes, and the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, (2 Rawle, 229,) that an ex- 
ception in a statute excludes all other exceptions, gave me no alternative 
but to decide that building and loan associations were taxable under the 
act of 1879. 

After an elaborate argument by the counsel of the Philadelphia build- 
ing and loan associations before the board of public accounts, this opinion 
was fully sustained by the Attorney General. Settlements have been made 
against all of the companies which have made reports in compliance with 
law. Appeals have been taken in several cases to the court of common 
pleas of Dauphin county, and it is expected that decisions will be made in 
January next. 

THE SALE OF TURNPIKE STOCKS. 

All of the stock held by the Commonwealth in certain turnpike road 
companies, except in one company hereafter named, was sold at the Mer- 
chants' Exchange, in the city of Philadelphia, on the 24th of February, 
1880, in pursuance of the act of 12th June, 1878, (P. L., p. 209,) for the 
suih of $2,127 02. The shares in the Harrisburg, Carlisle, and Chambers- 
burg Turnpike Company were not sold, for the reason that this Department 
was uncertain as to the number of shares owned by the Commonwealth. 
A careful examination of the records shows that the Commonwealth ori- 
ginally held two thousand one hundred and twenty-four shares, of the par 
value of $50 each, amounting to tlie sum of $106,000. Five hundred and 
seventy-four shares were sold at the sale in February, 1878, and the Com- 
monwealth at this time owns one thousand five hundred and fifty shares. 
I think it would be well for the Commonwealth to sell all the stocks which 
she owns in canal, railroad, and bridge companies. They have no real 
value, and only encumber the books of the Department. 

STATE PBllSONAL TAX. 

The Board of Revenue Commissioners have certified to this Depart- 
ment the amount of the value of the property of the several cities and 
counties of the Commonwealth, as adjusted and equalized by them. 

It appears that the Board declined to increase the amounts of the val- 
uations, as returned to them by the commissioners of the several coun- 
ties, on account of the decisions of the courts, that they had no authority, 
under the law, to increase the valuation of any county, unless the objects 
of taxation, on which such increase was based, were shown to be in exist- 
ence. This the Board were unable to do ; hence, their action. 

The total valuation of personal property for purposes of State taxation, 
as fixed by the Board, is as follows, viz : 
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DISBURSEMENTS. 

"No money shall be paid out of the treasury, except upon appropria- 
tion made by law, and on warrants drawn by the proper officer, in pur- 
suance thereof." — (Section 16, article III, Constitution.) 

To give full effect to this clause of the Constitution, this Department 
decided that there must be an appropriation made for each year, and that 
' the mere creation of an office, and the designation of a salary therefor, are 
not sufficient to constitute an appropriation. This opinion was affirmed 
by the Attorney General. If the Legislature would sanction this de- 
cision and modify the act of 1874, which authorizes the heads of depart- 
ments to certify the amounts due their clerical force, there would be no 
friction in enforcing this constitutional provision. 



ADJUSTED CLAIMS FOR WHICH THERE ARE NO APPROPRIATIONS. 

In obedience to the requirements of section seven of the act of 1811, 
which declares that " in all cases where the laws recognize a claim on the 
Commonwealth, and there is no appropriation of money to pay the same, 
it shall be the duty of the Auditor General and State Treasurer to adjust 
and settle the accounts of such claims as other accounts ; and the Auditor 
General shall immediately report the same to the Legislature, &c.," I 
herewith submit a list of the claims which have been settled in accordance 
with law. It will be necessary to make appropriations therefor.

Regiatration of Warranta.

" No receipt for money paid into the State Treasury shall be good or 
available in law, unless countersigned by the Auditor General, to whom all 
receipts shall be presented." (P. L., 1849, p. 644.) 

Under this law, this department is enabled to ascertain the amount of 
money which has been paid into the treasury at any given time. But as the 
law authorizes warrants to be drawn on the treasury by upwards of fifteen 
different persons, and inasmuch as these warrants are not filed in this office 
until the first business day of every month, it is impossible for this Depart- 
ment to ascertain the condition of the treasury at any given time. Under 
the old system,* it was required that? all warrants should be carried to the 
offices of the Comptroller General and the Register General, " and there be 
countersigned and entered in the proper accounts, to which such warrants 
or orders shall be respectively chargeable, before the same shall be allowed 
or charged to the public." At that time, the warrants were drawn by the 
President and Yice President of the Executive Council. 

If a similar law was in force at this time, it would be possible for the 
Auditor General to ascertain the balance in the treasury at the close of 
every business day. 

Philadelphia County Accounta. 

This Department has experienced considerable trouble in the settlement 
of the accounts of the treasurer of the city of Philadelphia for moneys 
received by him for the Commonwealth. The trouble is attributable to the 
fact that these accounts were cast upon this office without any previous 
examination whatever by the proper officer designated by law to perform 
this duty. A careful examination into the matter, disclosed the fact that 
the board of county auditors, whose duty it was, under the act of 1834, 
"to audit, settle, and adjust the accounts of the commissioners, treasurer, 
&c.," had been abolished so far as relates to the county of Philadelphia, 
and all the duties enjoined upon the said county auditors were transferred 
by .the consolidation act of 1854 (P. L., 1854, p. 30, § 12) to the city con- 
troller. It appears that this officer performed this duty up to or about the 
year 1860, that he, thenceforth, for some unknown reason, ceased to per- 
form it, and that these accounts, from that date, were sent to this Depart- 
ment as they were made out by the city treasurer, without any examina- 
tion on the part of the city controller. In May last I called the attention 
of the Attorney General to this question, and asked his opinion of the 
law. In September, I received a copy of Judge Thayer's opinion in the 
case of the City vs. Gilbert, which sustained the opinion held by this 
Department. In November, I requested the city controller of Philadelphia 
to audit the account of the city treasurer for the year 1880, and he very 
promptly consented to do so. He, furthermore, expressed his concurrence 
in the above decision.

Military Claims under Act of 16th April, 1862. 

The appropriation of $10,000 by the act of 12th June, 1878, to pay the 
military claims on file in this office, was insufficient for that purpose. It 
will require an appropriation of a further sum of $15,000 to pay the claims 
which have been allowed, and which appear to be valid. 

Collateral Inheritance Tax. 

The law provides that the '^ collateral inheritance tax on real estate 
shall remain a lien on the real estate on which the same is charged, until 
paid ;" and the register of wills of eiach county is required to keep, and 
leave in his office, as a public record, the book containing the charges and 
credits for collateral inheritance tax. 

It is the interest of the Commonwealth, of the estate, and of the pur- 
chaser of the land charged, that this tax should be promptly paid. But 
by reason of the frequent changes in the personnel of the register's 
office, this tax is lost sight of, and in after years it turns up to plague 
some innocent purchaser. I am of the opinion that it would be well to 
require the register of wills of each county, to certify monthly, to this 
Department, all entries made in his collateral inheritance tax-book. This 
Department would then have the proper information to urge the collec- 
tion of these taxes. 

State Depoitts. 

This Department has been unable to verify the correctness of the State 
Treasurer's monthly reports of the amount of moneys in the Treasury be- 
longing to the sinking fund, and '^ the names of the banks, corporations, 
firms, or individuals with whom the moneys of said fund are deposited, 
with the various amounts of said deposits," &c., under the act of 1876, 
[P. L., p. 3,] by reason of the failure of such depositaries to make the 
monthly reports required by law. I have before called the attention of 
the Legislature to this matter. Unless some penalty be imposed for such 
neglect, it were better that the law should be repealed. 

The Camden National Banks. 

The question as to the authority of the First National Bank of Camden, 
and the National State Bank of Camden, located in the State of New Jersey, 
to have branch offices in the city of Philadelphia, as stated in my last an- 
nual report, was referred to the Comptroller of the Currency of the Treasury 
Department of the United States. 

His reply is, " That the banks have not seen fit to close the offices, and 
confine their business to the place named in their charters. The only 
means for compelling such action on the part of the banks, would be a suit 
brought under section 5,239, for forfeiture of their franchises.'' 
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Refflntratioo of Corporations.

Balances due from Ex-State Treasorers. 

Several former State Treasurers have retired from office, leaving unpaid 
balai^ces, to the extent of certain losses sustained by them in the failure of 
certain banks and bankers. 

These losses have been carried over from one Treasurer to his successor, 
and have been reported in the Treasurer's monthly reports to this Depart- 
ment, " as claims in the hands of the Attorney General for collection," up 
to the time of the commencement of the treasuryship of Samuel Butler, 
Esquire, who refused to receipt for them. 

I have called the attention of the Attorney General to these claims, and 
urged their payment ; his reply was, that the Commonwealth could not col- 
lect the amounts from the banks and bankers, as their indebtedness was to 
the ex-Treasurers. 

During the past year, a portion of these balances has been paid, and 
the Attorney General assures me that the amounts due from the banks 
with whom A. C. Noyes deposited will be paid by these banks in a short 
time. 

It is due to the other ex-Treasurers, to say that they allege a full legal 
defense to the claims of the Commonwealth. 

In order to close these outstanding accounts, and to test the defense of 
the parties, I have requested the Attorney General to institute suits on 
their bonds. The balances are as follows, viz :

Border Claims. 

In accordance with the request of many persons interested, and with the 
approval of the Governor, I sent a messenger to Washington, with all the 
claims on file in this office " for extraordinary losses sustained during the 
rebellion as adjudicated under the act of 1871," (P. L. p. 272,) and placed 
the same in the care of M. C. Meigs, Quartermaster General of the United 
States Army, on th« 31st December, 1879, which was the day before the 
expiration of the time fixed by act of Congress for the filing of such claims. 
It was agreed between this Department and the Quartermastsr General, 
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that all claims for quartermaster and subsistence stores furnished the 
Government during the war of the rebellion should be selected for settle- 
ment by the United States Government, and all the other claims returned 
to this office. The Quartermaster General selected about twelve hundred 
claims of citizens of Adams, Bedford, Cumberland, Franklin, Pulton, 
and York counties, amounting to the sum of $533,653 04, for settlement 
and paymenf. The other claims were returned to this office. 

The Governor has appointed B. M. Nead, T. M. Mahon, and Jeremiah 
Cook, commissioners, under the third section of the act of 1871, whose 
duty it shall be to prosecute the collection of said claims. The claims re- 
tained by the Quartermaster General can be speedily recovered, if Con- 
gress would enact a law similar to that passed for the State of Ohio, mak- 
ing the adju dication of these claims by the State of Pennsylvania, conclu- 
sive evidence of the amounts claimed, and the identity of the persons 
claiming the same.

The accounts of the commissioners for the erection of the hospital have 
been audited. 

The board received from the Commonwealth, $601,449 00 

They have filed vouchers, which have been allowed, including 
a receipt of the State Treasurer for $9,815 84, refunded, to 
the amount of, 601,449 00 
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Under the act of 11th June, 1879, the hospital has received from the 
treasury, for equipping, furnishing, insuring, and maintenance, the sum of 
$48,000, for which the vouchers are yet to be filed. 

AUDITOR GBMBRAL'S DBPARTMBNT. 

The office of Auditor General was established, " that all accounts * * * 
shall be examined and adjusted according to law and equity," and that he 
" shall draw his warrants on the State Treasurer for the amount or bal- 
ance of all accounts settled " agreeably to law. Yet the method of the 
settlement of the public accounts has always been dualistic ; under the 
act of 1789, the powers were vested in the Comptroller General and the 
Register General, and in the Auditor General and State Treasurer under 
the acts of 1809 and 1811. The tendency has constantly been to increase 
the number of persons clothed with this power. If Pennsylvania has a 
system of auditing public accounts, it may be properly termed a multitu- 
dinous one. For, by unwarranted custom, and legislative sanction, the 
well-defined system of 1811 has been so stealthily encroached upon, that 
the functions, which of right should appertain to this Department, are dis- 
tributed among some twenty-one persons. 

As a matter of information, I will give a brief statement of the original 
powers of the office, and trace the gradual encroachment on these powers, 
down to the present time. 

Original Powers. 

The Comptroller General, by the act of 13th April, 1782, (Read's Di- 
gest, 315,) was " authorized and empowered to liquidate and settle, accord- 
" ing to law and equity, all claims against the Commonwealth * * * 
" for any purpose whatever." 

The authority to draw warrants on the State Treasurer, by this act, (sec- 
tion sixteen,) was given to the President or Vice President in Council, ex- 
cept in the case of " the wages and incidental expenses of the House of 
"Assembly, which shall be paid on warrants drawn by the Speaker, in 
"Assembly, and the State Treasurer was prohibited from paying any public 
" moneys without a warrant for so doing, signed as above." 

The Register GeneraPs office was established by the act of 28th March, 
1789, (Reed's Digest, 323,) and the Comptroller General was " enjoined and 
"required to submit all accounts which he shall adjust between this Com- 
" monwealth and the United States, or any one or more individuals, before 
" he shall finally settle the same * * * to the inspection and examination 
"of the said Register General, and shall take his advice and assistance in 
" making such settlements." 

The act of 4th April, 1792, (Read's Digest, 328,) required that all public 
accounts " shall be submitted to, and in the first instance examined, liqui- 
" dated, and adjusted by the Register General ; and the Register General 
" shall, after liquidation and adjustment of every such account, transmit 
" the same * * * to the Comptroller General." 
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By the act of 20th April, 1794, (Read's Digest, 152,) all the power of 
the Supreme Executive Council, or the President or the Vice President 
thereof, is vested in the Governor. 

(Under this act, the Governor exercised the power of drawing warrants 
on the treasury, up to 1811. And to this date he continues to draw war- 
rants for the State appropriations to all charitable institutions.) 

The offices of Comptroller General and Register General, were abolished 
by the act of 1 tth March, 1809. (P. L., 71.) 

The preamble recites, " that the office of Comptroller General was in- 
stituted by the act of 13th April, 1782, principally for the purpose of liqui- 
dating: and settling claims against the Commonwealth for services per- 
formed, moneys advanced, or articles furnished during the revolutionary 
war, a period which had produced a greater portion of accounts and demands 
against the State than any other in the history of Pennsylvania ; but the 
expectation of the Legislature not having been realized, and the accounts 
of the Commonwealth, from various causes, becoming complicated and 
confused, the Register GeneraPs office was instituted, by the act of March 
28, 1789. to assist in the final settlement of the public accounts, which had 
become still more extensive by the great circulation of different kinds of 
certificates issued by the State." 

The preamble contains, as a reason for the abolition of these two offices, 
that " the fiscal concerns of Pennsylvania have returned to the simple state 
" in which they were at the commencement of the Revolution, easy to com- 
"prehend, and requiring small labor to transact." 

It is then enacted, "that from and after the 1st of May next, there shall 
" be appointed an officer to be called the Auditor General, who shall be in- 
" vested with all the powers now possessed by the Register General, and 
" shall perform all the duties, &c." 

It will be observed, that this act continues the dfial arrangement for 
auditing the public accounts by the Auditor General and State Treasurer. 

But it transfers all authority to draw warrants upon the State Treasury 
to the Auditor General, in these words : " That when any account or ac- 
" counts shall be settled, whereon a balance or sum of money shall be found 
" due from the Commonwealth, and money remaining in the treasury pre- 
" viously appropriated by law, for its payment, the Auditor General shall 
" draw his warrant on the State Treasurer for the amount thereof, who 
" shall pay the same." The only exception in the act, is the authority of 
the Speakers of the two Houses of the Legislature, who were permitted to 
draw warrants for the pay of the members. 

The next act on the subject of the duties and power of the Auditor Gen- 
eral's Department, is the act of 30th March, 1811, (p. 145,) which continues 
the dual system of auditing the public accounts by the Auditor General 
and State Treasurer. 

This act also declares, " that the Auditor General shall draw his war- 
'^ rants on the State Treasurer for the amount or balance on all accounts 
" settled agreeably to this act." 
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Possibly the only exception to this general authority, was the right of 
the Speakers of the two Houses to draw warrants for " the wages of the 
members and incidental expenses '^ thereof, and this power was subsequently 
limited by the act of 1843, (P. L., 327,) which prohibits the Speakers of 
the two Houses from drawing warrants for any purpose except for the pay 
of the members. 

The act of 1811, allowed " the State Treasurer to pay all salaries, annu- 
" ities, and pensions, which are or shall be fixed by law, and make all pay- 
" ments which are or shall be so fixed by law, as that the sum to be paid 
" cannot be aff'ected by the settlement of any account, nor increased nor 
" diminished by the direction of the Auditor General or State Treasurer." 

This section was subsequently repealed. But if any doubt ever existed 
as to the fact of its repeal, the adoption of the Constitution of 1873 clearly 
repealed it. 

The system of auditing the public accounts and paying the claims 
against the Commonwealth, as established by the act of 1811, required that 
" the Auditor General should first audit the public accounts, and then 
"transmit them to the State .Treasurer, who is invested with powers sim- 
" lar to those vested in the Auditor General by this act." If he approves 
them, it is his duty to return them to the Auditor General within a reason- 
able time. If he cannot agree with the Auditor General, he is required to 
return the accounts, with his objections, to the Auditor General, who 
shall, thereupon, submit the papers to the Governor, and his decision in 
the matter shall be final. 

All warrants were to be drawn by the Auditor General on the Treasury, 
except those to be drawn by the Speakers of the two Houses for the pay 
of members, and, possibly, for the incidental expenses thereof. 

It is proper to state, the authority to draw warrants by the Governor, 
under the act of 1794, was, at this time, abandoned, except for the appro- 
priations made to charitable purposes. The exercise of this power has 
been continued by all the Governors from 1794 to this date. In the year 
1811, the Governor, the Auditor General, State Treasurer, and the two 
Speakers, claimed and exercised certain functions which should properly 
belong to this Department alone. 

Sabaequent Encroachmentii by Dlvesttng the Auditor General of the Authority to Draw Warrants. 

The powers of the office remained untouched from 1811 up to 1829. In 
the act of 1829, (P. L., p. 353,) authority was given to the Governor to 
draw warrants on the treasury to pay the salaries of the officers of the 
Eastern and Western Penitentiaries. 

(Subsequent legislation extended this power of the Governor to draw 
warrants to charitable institutions, hospitals, Middle Penitentiary, and 
military expenses.) 

In 1854, (P. L., 627,) the Superintendent of Common Schools was in- 
vested with the power to draw warrants for moneys appropriated to the 
school fund. 

2 AuD. Gew. Rep. 
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Id 1870, (P. L., 12,) aathority was given to the jadges of the coart of 
common pleas of certain counties in the anthracite coal region, to draw 
their warrants for the salaries of mine inspectors, &c. 

In the acts of 1873, (P. L., 74,) 1874, (P. L., 144,) 1878, (P. L., 174,) and 
1879, (P. L , 101,) the Adjutant General is authorized to draw warrants to 
pay certain military expenses of the National Guard of Pennsylvania. 

Under the act of 1873, (P. L., 393,) the President of the Mechanics' High 
School was authorized to draw his warrants for the amount appropriated 
therefor. 

In the act of 1874, (P. L., 152,) the following Departments shall cause 
to be made up, monthly, a pay-roll containing the names of the severa 
clerks and employes therein * * with the amount due to each for 
tbe month for which it is made out, certified by the head of the depart- 
ment to be correct and true, and the State Treasurer shall pay monthly 
all persons so certified to him, taking a receipt therefor, which shall be a 
sufficient voucher for the payment of the same, to wit : Executive, State, 
Auditor General, Internal Affairs, Attorney General, Adjutant General, 
Treasury, Public Instructions, Bureau of Statistics, and Public Grounds, 
and thus, too, in clear violation of the Constitution which forbids the pay- 
ment of money out of the treasury, except on a warrant drawn in pursu- 
ance of law. 

In the act of 1876, (P. L., 121,) the chairman of the commission to erect 
the South-eastern Insane Hospital was authorized to draw his warrants for 
the moneys appropriated therefor. 

In the act of 1878, (P. L., 155,) the fish commissioners were authorized 
to draw their warrants for the moneys appropriated to the commission. 
- In the act of 1878, (P. L., 80,) the Attorney General is authorized to 
draw warrants for tbe amount of certain costs. 

Iq the act of 1 879, (P. L., 157,) the chairman of the commission to erect 
a State hospital in Schuylkill and other counties, is authorized to draw 
for the amount appropriated for that purpose. 

In tlie.SeUlement or Accouiiti. 

In the act of 1873, (P. L , 27,) creating an insurance department, the 
insurance commissioner is invested with ''all the powers confered on the 
Auditor General in the settlement of accounts" for the collection of taxes, 
fines, and penalties provided in said act, on insurance companies. 

In the act of 1869, (P. L., 40,) the Board of Public Grounds and Build- 
ings are required to audit the accounts of the superintendent thereof. 

In the act of 1873, (P. L., 73,) the military board are required to audit 
the accounts of the Adjutant General for moneys disbursed by him. 

These last mentioned accounts are approved pro forma by the Auditor 
General, at\er their approval by the respective boards. 

The account of the Superintendent of Public Instruction for the school 
fund disbursed, is not audited by this Departments Neither is the account 
of the Attorney General, for moneys disbursed by him. It is true, how- 
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ever, that in all these cases the warrants drawn by these different persons 
are brought to the Auditor GeneraPs Department by the State Treasurer, 
at the time of making his monthly reports, as vouchers. 

The act of 1879, (P. L. Ill,) authorized the chairmen of three different 
committees, to exercise the discretion of the Auditor General in determin- 
ing the necessity of the expenditure of the public moneys by the said com- 
mittees, and required the Auditor General to pay the bills on the certifi- 
cates of the said chairmenj* 

It will thus be seen that the number of persons who, under the act of 
1811, were authorized to exercise the functions of the Auditor General, 
(five in number,) has been, by sundry acts, increased to upwards of twenty- 
one persons. 

In order to further illustrate the general distribution of the powers of 
the Department, I herewith submit a statement of the amounts, and the 
percentages thereof, drawn for the fiscal year by persons authorized under 
existing laws, to draw their warrants on the treasury : 

Auditor General, 47.9 percent., $3,241 

Governor, 19.6 percent., 1,336 



Adjutant General, 4.3 per cent., 

Superintendent of Public Instruction, 24.6 per cent.,

By the act of 1861, (P. L. 88,) a contract was authorized with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, for the payment of $460,000, semi-annually, 
in commutation of the tonnage tax, until the year 1890, ^'at which time the 
entire balance of the principal and interest shall be paid in fall." 

The Commonwealth holds thirty bonde of the Allegheny Yalley Rail- 
road Company, bearing date on the 1st April, 1869, for $100,000 each, 
payable on the 1st January of each year, at five per centum interest, per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, from and after the 1st January, 1872. These 
bonds are numbered from 6 to 36 inclusive. 

The original thirty-five bonds, for $100,000 each, were issued to the 
Commonwealth by the Allegheny Yalley railroad, under the act of 1869, 
(P. L. 730.) Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 6, have been paid with interest on all the 
bonds, up to Ist July, 1879, and $75,000 have been on the interest account 
since that date, up to the end of the fiscal year, 30th November, 1880. 

These bonds were delivered to the Commonwealth in exchange for the 
bonds of the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad Company, which were given 
to the Commonwealth under the act of 1868, (P. L. 414,) for the sale of 
the State canals.

MortgagGB held by the Commonwealth on the Beal Estate of the several 

Normal Schools. 

These mortgages were executed and delivered to the Commonwealth to 
secure certain appropriations made to them by the Legislature, from year 
to year. 

They contain the following conditions, viz. : 

" That the said normal school shall expend said monejs solely for the pay- 
ment of debts now due by it, or in enlarging its grounds, making permanent 
improvement on its property, or increasing its means of instruction, as pre- 
scribed by said commission, and that the said normal school shall, upon re- 
ceiving said moneys, execute to said Commonwealth a mortgage for said 

sum of and upon it, all the real estate owned or held by it, with the 

condition that if said school shall fail or omit to keep paid or satisfied for 
the space of one year any interest now or hereafter becoming due upon 
any mortgage or judgment liens prior to that of the Commonwealth, that 
the mortgage given to said Commonwealth is to be and become due and 
payable upon such default, and also reserving to the Commonwealth the 
right to enforce the payment of said mortgage." 

The appended list is not given because the mortgages are considered of 
any value, (for it can hardly be supposed that the Commonwealth will ever 
enforce the collection of the mortgages,) but simply as a matter of public 
information.

requires reports of net earnings or indome to be made annually, 
in November or December. (Penalty for failure to so report, ten 
per cent, of amount of tax, in addition to tax.)

quires foreign corporations, before opening an office in this State, 
to obtain from the Auditor General an office license, and default 
in this subjects such corporation to a penalty of fifty per cent, of 
amount of license fee. 

8. The Auditor General requires all corporations to report loans and bonded 

indebtedness for taxation annually, in the month of January. 
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IL Questions affecting the taxation of corporations decided by the courts 

during the year. 

In the cases of the appeals of the Big Black Creek Improvement Com- 
pany, and the Union Improvement Company from settlements 
made against them as coal companies, for tax on coal mined, &c., 
the cfourt of common pleas of Dauphin county decided that the 
above named companies had been properly taxed by this Depart- 
ment, and, on appeal to the Supreme Court, this opinion was af- 
firmed. 



Decisions of the courts thereon. 

These companies claimed exeijaption from taxation on the ground that 
they did not possess the " corporate right and privilege to mine, purchase, 
and sell coal." The courts held that the companies had extensive coal in- 
terests, and that it was the meaning of the tax act to include such com- 
panies. 

In the case of the appeal of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company from 
the settlement of taxes for the year 18T7, on its capital stock, on the ground 
that the taxes should have been settled on the basis of the act of 1871. 
The common pleas of Dauphin county held that the act of April 24, 1874, 
was in force until the 20th of March, 1877, and afterwards the later act, and 
that the settlement made for the year 1877, at the rate imposed by the act 
of 1874 to March 20, 1877, and after that date under the act of 1877, was 
right. On appeal from this judgment, the Supreme Court affirmed the de- 
cision of the court below, in the following language : " All taxes accrued 
or accruing up to the 20th March, 1877, were to be imposed and collected 
under the act of 1874, but all accruing after the act of 1877, should be sub- 
ject to its provisions." 

In the appeal of the Pennsylvania Steel Company from the settlement 
of the Auditor General, it was held by the court of common pleas of Dau- 
phin county, and on appeal affirmed by the Supreme Court, that when a 
company declares a stock dividend " that for the purposes of taxation it 
must he rated at its par value." 

In the appeal of the Potts ville Water Company from the settlement of 
the Auditor General, the company claimed exemption from taxation under 
a clause of exemption in its act of incorporation. The act of incorpora- 
tion declared that " the stock in said company shall be exempt from all 
taxation whatsoever." As acts of incorporation' are held to be contracts 
between the State and the stockholders, the court of common pleas held 
the above clause exempted this company from taxation on its stock, and the 
Supreme Court affirmed the judgment. 

The appeal of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company from the settlement

AnoBiitB Hue Oonnty Ofllclal*, and UapAtd 

made against it for tax on capital stock, for the year 1819, raised the ques- 
tion as to what time the value of the stock was to be ascertained for the 
purposes of taxation. The Auditor General's Department held that the 
actual value of the capital stock as it existed between the 1st and the 16th 
of November, not less,. however, than the average price which the stock 
sold for during the year, w&q the true value for the purposes of taxation 
under the tax act, and so settled an account against this company. From 
this the company appealed and claimed that the average prices for which 
the stock sold during the year was the valuation upon which it should have 
been taxed. The court of common pleas and the Supreme Court both de- 
cided against the company. The opinion of the Supreme Court says: 
" That if the stock of the company is lower when the appraisement is made 
in November than it was during the previous year, it shall be appraised at 
not less than the average selling price for the year, on the other hand, if it 
is higher in November, it may be appraised at its increased value."

VL Suggestions relative to the amendment of the laws governing the assess- 
ment and collection of licenses and taxes at the County Desk : 

1. Special laws which divert a portion of the revenues from the State 
Treasury for the benefit of certain cities and counties. 

The act of April 30, 1864, P. L., 675, granting one halfof certain licenses 
to the city of Erie. 

The act of April 3,1872, P. L., 845, granting one fourth of certain licenses 
to the county of Allegheny. 

2. The independent jurisdiction of Carbondale and Scranton cities, in 
the assessment and collection of mercantile taxes, which seems to be a relic 
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of the old mayor's court acts relative to those cities. See pp. 1011 to 1021 ^ 
Purdon^s Digest, 

3. The net of the 12th of June, 1878, which req[uires sheriffs to pay into 
the State Treasury fifty per centum of all fees received by them yearly in 
excess of $5,000 salary, and necessary clerk hire and ofl3ce expensesi, con- 
tains no provision requiring said officers to make quarterly reports of fees 
received b}^ them, and inflicts no penalty for failure to comply with the 
law as in the case of the other county officers. Besides the act has proven 
to be wholly inoperative ; the reports of all sheriffs, with the exception of 
perhaps one, who are liable under this act, claim no fees collected in excess 
of salary. Some entirely new method should be provided for taxing 
sheriffs. 

4. Inconsistencies in the acts of the 14th of May, 1874, relating to ac- 
counts of the several county officers of this Commonwealth, and the 12th 
of June, 1878, relative to the fees of county officers: 

First, The first section of the act of May 14, 1874, (P. L., 175,) in 
enumerating the different kind of taxes which the several county officers 
are required to return to the State Treasurer quarterly, fails to mention 
any of the license taxes collected by county treasurers. This is an over 
sight which has already created some difficulty for the accounting officers 
and may create more. 

Second. The thirteenth section of the fee bill of June 12, (P. L., p. 195,) 
in enumerating the county officers who shall pay into the State Treasury 
fifty per centum of all fees received by them yearly, in excess of" $2,000, 
clerk hire, and stationery, omits recorders of deeds. This also, which, with 
tlfe other, is the result of carelessness on the part of the Legislature, threat- 
ens trouble for the State officers. 



VIL Syllabus of decisions by the Auditor General of questions arising 
in connection with accounts of county officers during the fiscal year of 
1880. 

Auditors — Are to be paid for auditing sheriffs' accounts in the same man- 
ner as for auditing accounts of other county officers. 

Bonds — Of county treasurers are held by the Auditor General for two 
years after final settlement. 

Collateral Inheritance Tax — Registers shall receive credit for fees of 
collateral appraisers when receipts are properly filed. The tax 
must be paid upon an assessment of the original appraisement of 
real as well as personal property, less the amount of debts owing 
by the estate at the time of -decedent's death, including expenses 
of administration. If debts arise subsequently, and are proven 
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within two years, a method is provided in law by which the pro- 
portionate part of the tax can be refunded. Costs of citations 
and fees for sheriffs' services in collection of this tax cannot be 
allowed by the Auditor General.. Registers can collect whether 
a legal representative of the estate has been appointed or not. 
Executors and administrators are entitled to notice of the time 
and place of appraisement. Erroneous payments of, must be 
established by the affidavit of the executor or administrator and 
the certificate of the register. An act of the Legislature in legit- 
imating a child, born out of lawful wedlock, only gives a right of 
inheritance, but does not exempt the estate* which such child may 
inherit from liability to pay the collateral inheritance tax. The 
exemption is confined to children born in wedlock. 

County Treasurers — Auditor General has authority to settle accounts of, 
independent of county auditor's report. 

Exemption Laws — A defendant, indebted for taxes, is not entitled to the 
benefit of. 

FeI:s of Office — The fee bill of 1878 does not disturb the old law requir- 
ing county officers to pay over to the State fifty per cent, of the 
excess of their fees over and above salary and office expenses. 
The county officers of Luzerne county are subject to the pro- 
visions of the fee bill of June 12, 1878. But this does not apply 
to present incumbents. 

Fines in Criminal Cases — Belong to the county, under the act of March 
31, 1860, section seventy-eight. 

Mercantile Taxes — Founders, manufacturers of pails and tubs, and tkn- 
ners are not liable to a tax, unless they have a store-room for 
the sale of their goods separate and apart from the place where 
they are manufactured. The law taxing brokers and dealers in 
merchandise, when properly enforced, imposes a tax on " drovers." 
The ten per cent, penalty, imppsed by the " Philadelphia Recorder's 
Act," upon delinquent dealers, belongs to the State. 

Menagerie Licenses — When a circus and menagerie are exhibited under 
the same management, at the same time and place, one State 
license is sufficient for both. 

Over-Paid Balances — Auditor General has no authority to refund, but 
must report them to the Legislature. 

Patent Medicine Licenses — Are entirely independent of mercantile licenses, 
and must be collected in addition. 

State Personal Tax — Money at interest, whether belonging to minors or 
not, is subject to taxation. 
A widow's dower, being an interest in real property, is not subject 
to tax for State purposes. 
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Tavern Licenses — Not lifted within fifteen days are void, and county 
treasurers have no authority in law to receive the money for them. 

Tax on Writs — Certified copies of records are not subject to the State tax 
of fifty cents. 
Mechanics liens' are subject to the State tax of fifty cents. 

Tax on Loans — Bonds held by non-residents are not taxable. 



VIIL Decision of the Supreme Court. 

Where a special act fixes a special rate for the assessment of tavern li- 
censes in a certain county, and appropriates three fourths of the license 
thus assessed to the use of the county, and a subsequent general law is 
enacted fixing a new assessment at a lower rate, without a repeal of the 
special law, the county cannot assess under the general law and appro- 
priate under the special. 

Thus the special act of 4872, relating to the taxation of inns and taverns 
in Allegheny county, and the general act of 18T5 to restrain and regulate 
the sale of liquors. 

Upon'ian appeal from the settlement of the Auditor General and State 
Treasurer against the treasurer of Allegheny county for the whole amount 
of tavern license assessed, the decision of Judge Pearson (which was 
aflirmed by the Supreme Court) was '' that no part or portion of the 
special act relating to the taxation of inns and taverns in the county of 
Allegheny is altered or revoked by the act of 18Y5. There is no allusion 
to the act of 1872, and no inconsistenc}^ between the two laws. The error 
in the present case arises from the county authorities imposing the tax 
under the act of 1875, instead of that of 1872. Had they adhered to every 
portion of that law, they could have successfully claimed to have the money 
appropriated under the seventh section of the act, which gives one fourth 
of the sums received by the treasurer for license to the use of the State to 
meet the demands of the State Treasurv, and three fourths thereof to the 
county of Allegheny, to aid in completing the work-house. By the course 
pursued, the county of Allegheny wishes to tax under one law and claim 
three fourths of the money raised under another. This we consider inad- 
missable." — Commonwealth vs. Samuel Kilgore^ Treasurer of Allegheny 
county. 



Decisions of the Attorney General. 

In the matter of the licenses of theaters in Philadelphia, accounts should 
be settled against the persons named on the list for the sums due from 
them to the Commonwealth, after giving them notice of your intention. 

May 21^ 1880. 
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I. The seventh section of the act of 7th April, 1830, (P. L., 390,) makes 
it the duty of the Auditor General to charge the treasurers of cities and 
counties with the amounts payable by the several persons mentioned in 
the lists of the mercantile appraisers as dealers, both wholesale and retail, 
of foreign merchandise, and from the payment of these amounts the said 
treasurer " shall be exonerated only by procuring satisfactory evidence to 
the accounting department, that the person or persons so returned were 
not wholesale dealers and retailers of foreign mechandise or liquors, ac- 
cording to the true intent and meaning of this act, or that it was impracti- 
cable to collect and recover the same." 

Section ten of the act of 4th May, 1841, (P. L., 310,) enlarged the duty 
of the Auditor General, and requires him to charge the various city and 
county treasurers with the amounts payable by ad vendors of merchandise, 
as ascertained by the lists of the mercantile appraisers. 

These two acts compel county and city treasurers to settle directly with 
the Auditor General, according to the lists of said appraisers, and allow 
them exonerations only for the above mentioned reasons. The Auditor 
General does not deal with them through the medium of the county audi- 
tors, and is, therefore, not required to appeal from the finding of the audi- 
tors in order to correct the accounts of such officer. 

II. Auditors of county accounts ought to audit the accounts and dock- 
ets of prothonotaries, registers, recorders, clerks of the several courts, and 
sheriffs, in order to ascertain the amount of fees due the Commonwealth.

11. Decisions by the Auditor General at the Bank Desk^ 1880, 

1. Banks electing to pay the tax of six mills, under the act of 1879, must 
file a list of their shareholders in this office, on or before the 1st of March, 
annually, under the penalty of the ten per centum addition to the tax, 
unless the said tax of six mills shall have been previously paid. 

2. Banks electing to pay the tax of six mills, must pay the same on or 
before the 20th June, annually, and the tax must bcj on the par or face 
value of the shares, and not upon the market value, or the amount paid in 
on such shares. 

3. The payment of the tax of four mills by^ any bank, on the market 
value of its shares, will not exempt it from filing a list of shareholders in 
this office, although such payment may have been made before the 1st of 
March. 

4. Private bankers liable to the three per cent, net income tax, cannot be 
allowed for shrinkage in the value of the real estate owned by such firm, 
unless such shrinkage should reduce the amount of rental received there- 
from, and in such case a credit will be allowed, not for the shrinkage in the 
value of the real estate, but for the shrinkage in the amount of rental re- 
ceived. 

6. The principal will apply to credits claimed for the shrinkage in the 
value of bonds held by the firm. 

A credit will be allowed for the shrinkage in the amount of interest re- 
ceived on the bonds, but not on the shrinkage in the value of the bonds. 

6. The penalty of ten per cent, on the tax of banks, &c., is imposed for 
the default in not making the report, under the seventeenth section of the 
act of 1879, to the Auditor General, on or before the 1st day of March in 
every year, and the penalty will be enforced, notwithstanding the banks 
may subsequently pay the tax. 
15 AuD. Gen. Rep. 
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7. The four mill tax on banks '* is on every dollar of the value thereof 
annually," and the said value is to be the " value of said stock in the mar- 
ket where such bank is located, during the year ending with the first day 
of March." 

8. The tax of four mills payable by banks under the seventeenth section 
of the revenue act of 1879, should be transmitted to the treasury of the 
Commonwealth by such banks. Affirmed by the Attorney General, 3d 
June, 1880. 

9. The penalty of ten per centum for a failure or neglect on the part of 
banks to make a report in writing to the Auditor General, as is required 
by the seventeenth section of the revenue act of 1879, should be enforced 
in all cas.es. 

10. Taxes paid upon net iucome for the year ending on the 1st Monday 
of November, 1879, are not proper credits upon the returns of net income 
for the year 1880. Affirmed by Attorney General, 23d November, 1880. 



Redemption of Bank Notes, 

11. Under the act of 31st March, I860, (p. 456, sect. 24,) it is the duty of 
the receiver of insolvent banks, incorporated under said act, to convert all 
assets of the bank, and to redeem all notes in circulation, &c. 

12. Under the act of 1st May, 18^1, (P. L., p. 511, sect. 24,) the same 
rule prevails. 

13. Under the act of 17th April, 1869, (P. L., p. 1131,) the assets of the 
" Petroleum Bank of Titusville " and " Venango Bank of Franklin " were 
surrendered to the receivers thereof respectively, and it was made the duty 
of said receivers to redeem all notes of the said banks, provided that they 
were presented for payment on or before 27th March, 1872. 



Redemption of notes of insolvent hanks incorporated under the acts of 

1860 and 1861. 

14. These acts provide that in case of insolvency of any bank, that the 
Auditor General, under the act of 1860, (P. L. 1860, p. 465, sec. 20,) shall 
appoint a receiver, and, under the act of 1861, he shall applj^ to the court 
of common pleas of the proper count}' to appoint a receiver. (P. L. 1861, 
p. 509, sec. 19.) 

And, in both cases, it is the duty of the receiver to convert all of the 
assets, including the securities in the hands of the Auditor General, be- 
longing to such insolvent bank, and to apply the same to the payment of 
the notes in circulation, &c.

October 2, 1837, by act of Congress this payment was postponed until

D. PE£fNSTLVANIA FI£f ANCE3. 

A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL HISTORY OF PENNSYLVANIA, AND OF THE 
METHODS OF AUDITING PUBLIC ACCOUNTS ; WITH LISTS OF FINANCE COMMITTEES 
AND ACCOUNTING OFFICERS OF THE PROVINCE AND StATE, FROM THE INCEP- 
TION OF THE Government to the present time. 

The specific promisees of the Proprietary to the first settlers in the Prov- 
ince of Pennsylvania, relative to matters of public concern, subscribed to 
in England before the departure for the new country, and afterwards em- 
bodied in the first Constitution of the Province, the frame of government 
of 1682, distinctly define and limit the respective powers of the coordinate 
branches of government in respect to matters of trade and treasury. 
Whilst the Governor and Provincial Council had, at all times, the right to 
propose measures of finance and the power '* to inspect the management, of 
the public treasury, and punish those who shall convert any part thereof 
to any other use than what hath been agreed upon by the Governor, Pro- 
vincial Council, and General Assembly,"* to the Assembly, or General As- 
sembly as the House of Representatives was at the beginning styled, was 
virtually reserved the right of controlling the finances, for it always lay 
within their power to confirm or reject the measures proposed by the Gov- 
ernor and Council. 

Under the original plan of government, for the better management of the 
trust imposed upon the Provinci^-l Council, it was divided into four distinct 
Standing Committees ; each committee to consist of one fourth of the Coun- 
cil as it stood composed at any one time ; a Committee of Plantations ; a 
Committee of Justice and Safety; a Committee of Manners, Education, 
and Arts, and a Committee of Trade and Treasury. Upon the last men- 
tioned committee, was imposed the duty, inter alia^ of seeing that proper 
measures were adopted to supply the means of defraying the public charges 
of the Province ; but, owing to the " fewness of the inhabitants," it was 
found impracticable to carry out the original plan in regard'to the number of 
councillors, it was largely reduced ,f the appointment of standing commit- 
tees was dispensed with, and in lieu thereof a fixed number of councillors — 
one third — were compelled to be in attendance upon the Governor at all 
times, subject to his immediate call. To the Governor and Council thus 
constituted, were entrusted the daily concerns of the government. 

The fiscal methods of the province at the inception of its government 
were necessarily simple. The public demands upon the exchequer were few 
and easily met. A provincial Treasurer, or " Receiver of the Public Aid," 
disbursed upon the orders of Assembly and Council such sums of money 

as were entrusted to his keeping ; the record of his disbursements appear-

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ing from time to time upon the minutes of Council and Assembly. As the 
government grew older, however, a system of general revenue became ne- 
cessary to meet the demands of its rapidly increasing wants. 

A hasty glance (and it is not claimed that this imperfect sketch is any- 
thing else) at the volumnious financial history of Pennsylvania, which has 
been written upon the pages of her records from this primitive period to the 
present, through the years which have made her a powerful Commonwealth, 
cannot fail to 'be attracted by at least three prominent points in Ahat his- 
tory, which may be briefly stated in the following terms : First, the period 
of her primitive revenues derived from such sources alone as her first im- 
posts, excises, &c., in point of time from 1683 to 1723 ; second, the period 
of the General Loan Office, the reign of paper money, or of revenues de- 
rived in addition to her customs, from the use of her own credit by loans 
of paper money styled " Bills of Credit,'' in point of time from 1722 to IT 95 ; 
third, the period of her modern revenues and their application to a system 
of internal improvements, together with the object and extent of her ** State 
Loans," so called. To this, with propriety, may be added some mention 
of the accounting officers of Province and State, and of the methods of 
adjusting accounts. 

PrlmitlTe ReTennes. 

The early Revenues of Pennsylvania may properly be divided into two 
classes, viz : Imposts or duties — the receipts of customs — ^and Excises or 
taxes of a purely internal nature. 

The first class consisted of duties imposed upon imported articles 
enumerated in the chronological order of their imposition, as follows: 
Wine, cider, rum, brandy, and spirits in general, merchandise, negroes im- 
ported as slaves, the tonnage of ships and vessels, and foreigners convicted 
of heinous crimes imported as servants. 

The second class of revenues consisted of excises upon spiritous and 
other liquors retailed in the province, and taxes upon real and personal 
property, per capita and poll taxes imposed by acts of Assembly from time 
to time. 

As early as 1683, the freemen of the Province, in some measure, to testify 
their due respects and regards to the Proprietary and Governor for his 
** great care, charge, and liberality " on their behalf, did, in Assembly met, 
enact and unanimously entreat him to accept, " so far as the present state 
and infancy of the Province will permit," a custom of two penge per gal- 
lon, to be iir posed on all imported rum, wine, brandy, and strong water, 
imported cider, one penny per gallon, and all other goods imported as mer- 
chandise for traffic, twenty shillings for every one hundred pounds.* This 
act was repealed absolutely by the Assembly itself in 1690, but an almost 
identical law was reenacted in the year 1700.f Between the year 1700 and

The first regular tax bill of the province, designed for revenue from 
purely internal sources, was exacted from the Assembly in 1693,* un- 
der the royal authority of Governor General Fletcher, in pursuance of the 
Queen's request. This " bill of supply," so-called, assessed the rate of one 
penny per pound upon the clear value of all personal estates, and six shil- 
lings per head upon such as were not otherwise rated — designed at the 
time of its passage for the support of the government in general, but espe- 
cially to aid in meeting the expenses which had been entailed upon the 
government through the province of New York, in the defense of its 
frontiers against the French. The first bill of excise or internal impost, 
laying a duty on liquors, &c., retailed in the province of Pennsylvania, 
was framed in HlS.f

This system of revenue continued down through the period of the Revo- 
lutionary War, the time of the heaviest drain upon the country's resources ; 
its methods perfected and its scope enlarged by the lapse of time. The 
sources of direct taxation upon which tHe system principally drew in course 
of time, were as follow : Excise and customs ; taxes from the sinking of 
loans; Provincial and early State personal taxes, such as, the several ISd 
taxes, the 6 shillings per £ taxes, the five million, the fifteen million, the 
forty-five million, the first and second eighth monthly taxes, the fifty-three 
years age tax, the non-juror tax ; the tax upon cash ; the effective supply 
tax ; the additional supply tax, and the several militia taxes. 



The Paper Money Period. 

Shortly after the death of the first Proprietary an extreme scarcity of 
money throughout the province began seriously to obstruct and lessen its 
trade, and greatly to embarasses the government in the discharge of the 
public debts. Some medium of exchange in commerce to be by law made 
current and a legal tender instead of coin, became absolutely necessary.* 
To meet this necessity, a number of proposals were made, and among the 
rest that of paper money or paper bills of credit, to serve as a medium of 
exchange among the people, in all respects the same as coin. A proposi- 
tion to issue bills of credit was introduced into the Assembly at the be- 

*As early as 1700, country produce, such as merchantable wheat, rye, Indian com, 
barley, oats, pork, beef, and tobacco, had been, by law, made current pay, at the 
market price in lieu of money, but naturally so cumbersome a medium could not long 
serve the wants of the rapidly growing countryf 
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ginning of the session of 1721-22, and, although the the plan proposed was 
in accord with the wishes of a generality of the people and had the sanction 
of the Governor, Sir William Keith, it nevertheless met with considerable 
opposition from certain men of property, who were considered among the 
first persons in judgment and standing in the Province; which objection 
was grounded chiefly in the danger of the depreciation of the currency thus 
created, as the experience of Colonies, which had already tried the experi- 
ment, amply demonstrated.f 

These objectors advised prudence and caution on part of the Legislature. 
They declared themselves to be opposed not to the issue or use of paper 
money, per ae, but to the methods of issue first proposed. 

The bills of credit already extant in other colonies of America diflfered 
in their methods of issue. Two distinct plans were in existence, and it was 
demanded these should be carefully scrutinized, and that one adopted which 
would be the less likely to invite depreciation. In New York and South 
Carolina, where it had been necessary to raise large sums of money imme- 
diately, bills were issued on the credit of future taxes, duties, &c., by which 
they were to be regularly sunk in time. In the New England colonies, bills 
were issued to be lent out on securities, and to be sunk by the borrowers 
repaying them into the treasury. 

When these questions were under consideration in the Assembly, in Jan- 
uary, 1722, Isaac Norris and James Logan, "in the name and behalf of 
several gentlemen and merchants " presented a petition, in which the fol- 
lowing heads were designated as what the representatives of a business 
community conceived to be the only true basis upon which the credit of a 
paper currency could be supported ; * 

First That the whole sum struck be but small, and just sufficient to pass 
from hand to hand for a currency. - 

Secondly, That it be not continued for any longer time ; for the paper 
will wear out, and it will not be so easy to exchange it for new as some have 
imagined ; which, it is much to be doubted, will be found impracticable, 
besides, the sooner it is to expire, the more easily will people be satisfied 
to take it. But further ; our laws can continue in force no longjr than five 
years without the royal approbation. 

Thirdly, That care be taken to force the sinking of it in course, and in 
a just manner by measures that shall render it absolutely necessary for the 
public to have it sunk, which, it is conceived, none of the methods hitherto 
discoursed of will efiect. 

Governor Keith took occasion, in an address to the Assembly, to differ 
with these geutlemen in many points of their memorial, and by the general 
tenor of his reply manifested himself to be an ardent advocate of the paper 
money scheme, even in its most radical tendencies. 

The Assembly, however, profiting by the example of sister colonies in

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similar financial adventures, proceeded in the consideration of this import- 
ant matter with the " utmost caution and circumspection," and, after due 
deliberation, on the 2d of March, 1123, a law was enacted providing that 
bills of credit, to the amount of £15,000 current money of America, valued 
according to the established rate of foreign coin in this Province,* should 
be printed and issued within two months after the close of the then ses- 
sion of the Assembly. 

A public office, situate in the city of Philadelphia, was provided for to be 
called " The General Loan Office" of the Province. Agents were appointed 
to superintend the issue of the certific^-tes or bills of credit and negotiate 
the loan of the same. These were designated the " Trustees of the General 
Loan Office," and were required by law to give attendance at the office in 
Philadelphia every Tuesday and Wednesday in each week, for the first six 
months, and afterwards their attendance was to be governed by a due re- 
gard for the transaction of the business of the office. The Trustees were 
also to attend, when occasion required, at the towns of Bristol and Chester, 
giving a fortnight's notice of the time and place of their meeting. The first 
Trustees appointed were Samuel Carpenter, Jeremiah Langhome, William 
Fishboume, and Philio Taylor, (Nathaniel Newlin,) who remained in p(»si- 
tion from 1123 until 1729, when the malfeasance in office of one of their 
. number caused the discharge of the entire board, and the pppointment of

Bill of 1723. 

This Indented Bill of current money of America^ accord- 
ing to the act of Parliment made in the sixth year of the late Queen Anne^ 
for ascertaining the rates of foreign coins in the Plantations due from the 
the Province of Pennsylvania to the Possessor thereof shall be in Value 
equal to money and be accepted accordingly, by the Provincial Treasurer^ 
County Treasurer^ and the Trustees for the General Loan Office for the 
Province of Pennsylvania in all publick payments and for any fund at 
any time in any of the said Treasuries and Loan Office. Dated in Phil- 
adelphia the . . . day of . . , in the year of our Lord one thousand 
seven hundred and twenty-three^ by order of the Governor and General 
Assembly. 

It was ordered that the sum of money for which this bill was made cur- 
rent should be written upon the top of the bill. Other embellishments 
were left to the taste of the trustees. Charles Reed, Benjamin Yining, 
Francis Rawle, and Anthony Morris, or the major part of them were ap- 
pointed as the signers of this issue. § 

As curiosities forms of bills issued by subsequent acts are here inserted.

* The due execution of the duties of the Trustees of the General Loan Office was 
looked upon as a matter of the gravest importance, upon which the security and well- 
being, not only of the Province, but of particular persons as well depended. When, 
therefore, a few years after the Loan Office was established, a defalcation on part of 
William Fishbourne, one of the Trustees, was discovered, it engendered a feeling ot 
distrust among the people, the effects of which were visible in legislation for several 
years after warrds, and led to the prompt and severe punishment of the malfeasant. 

Fishbourne was arraigned for his irregularity before the General Assemby, and hav- 
ing been proved guilty to their satisfaction, at least, was disabled by their act of being 
a member of General Assembly of the Province, or of holding or enjoying any office 
or employment of profit or trust in the gift of the Province, for the period of five years. 
His indebtedness to the Province was proven to be £1,779, 18 shillings, and 3 farthings. 
So much of his property as would pay his debt with five per cent, interest in five years, 
was seized and held by the Province. The properties taken were two houses and lots, 
adjoining each other on Front street, Philadelphia, running back to Second ; also a 
tract of land of four hundred acres in Bucks county, and his corn-mills, saw-mills, and 
fulling-mills,in']Bristol, a plantation of two hundred acres near Horsham, also an island 
and meadow at Bristol.

Of the £15,000 thus issued, the trustees were authorised to let out £11,000 
upon loj^n, after being well satisfied of the security, at five per cent, per 
annum for eight years, in sums not greater than £100 or less than £12 10 
shillings to any one person. Mortgage security in triple the value of houses 
and double the value of lands and ground rents, lying within the province, 
was required. 

For the prosecution of public works in the counties, such as alms-houses 
and work-houses, £1,500 of this issue were set aside, and the following dis- 
tribution made of the same : Philadelphia, £1,000 ; Bucks, $200 ; Chester, 
£300. These loans, it was provided, should be liquidated, sunk, and dis- 
troyed, through the treasurers of the respective counties by the imposition 
of ** a penny per pound tax." 

The remaining £2,500 of this issue were placed in the hands of the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer, to be applied in liquidating the existing debts of the 
Province, then due upon outstanding orders of the Assembly. 

Provision was made for the funding of the eight year loan with the in- 
terest, in the following manner : One eight part of the sum borrowed, with 
the whole interest of ^ve per cent., was annually to belaid by the mortga- 
gor or his representatives in kind or in current money of America, to the 
trustees, who were required to indorse the sum received, both principal 
and interest, upon the back of the mortgage, and upon the last payment of 
money and interest the mortgage was released and delivered up ; the prop- 
erty represented by it being acquitted and discharged from all claims of 
the Provirce. 

To accomplish the purposes of the act, and to prevent the bills of credit 
from being monopolized by speculators, no splitting up of lands by the 
creation of fictitious titles was permitted. Each title was thoroughly 
tested. The penalty for refusing to accept of the bill at par was forfeiture 
of the debt, or of the commodity offered for sale.* 

As one of the natural consequences of the uncertainty in the execution 
of the laws, and the punishment of law-breakers, incident to a new country, 
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and an imperfectl}' constituted government, criminals pursued the accom- 
plishment of their nefarious purposes with a certain degree of impunity. The 
crime Vhich seems to have been of the most frequent perpetration, and in 
the punishment of which the majesty of the law was first formally invoked, 
was that of counterfeiting the coin of the realm.* 

The issue of paper money by the government, it was evident, would at 
once afford new and almost innumerable opportunities for the practice in 
Pennsylvania of this species of crime, which, despite the efforts of the au- 
thoritfes, still prevailed to an alarming extent throughout the American 
colonies. Appreciating this state of affairs, the Assembly, in the law creat- 
ing the first bills of credit, enacted a special and severe puiiishment for the 
counterfeiter thereof. The terms of the law were that the person so offend- 
ing *' shall be set upon the pillory in some open public place, and there 
have both his (or her) ears cut off and be publicly whipped on his (or her) 
bare back with thirty-one lashes well laid on, and moreover shall forfeit 
the sum of £100, current money of America, to be levied of the lands and 
tenements, goods and chattels of such offenders, and shall pay to the party 
grieved double the value of the damages sustained by the said counterfeit 
bills, &c.," or be subject to transportation for seven years. Severe as this 
punishment was, it did not accomplish the purpose intended. Large num- 
bers of this and subsequent issues of bills of credit were counterfeited in 
Ireland, it is said, and extensively circulated throughout the province. 
It became necessary to enacL still more stringent laws, and about the year 
1763 the punishment for counterfeiting bills of credit was made ^^ death 
without benefit of clergy." 

The original issue of bills of credit being found insufficient to meet the 
wants of the people, an additional £30,000 were ordered to be struck in 
December, U 23. Between this date and 1739a number of other issues 
were made, the amounts and objects of which cannot be more fully ex- 
plained than by reference to the report of a committee of Assembly, ap- 
pointed November 20, 1739, to prepare an account of all the issues of bills 
of credit made by Assembly since the year 1700, together with the amount

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and condition of those then outstanding, to be submitted to the English 
Parliament, and the Commissioners for Trade and Plantations.* 

From this report it appears that in the year 1726, £6,110, 5 shillings, 
part of the £45,000 created by the original acts being totally sunk and de- 
stroyed, it became evident that the Province would be greatly straitened 
in its finances for want of a sufficient medium in trade, if the remaining 
portion of the original issues should be sunk as directed by the acts within 
the period specified. An act was, therefore, then passed for continuing the 
remaining sum of £38,889, 16 shillings, for and during the term of eight 
years, by reemitting or lending out again the sums paid in by the respec- 
tive borrowers on the same securities, and under the same provisions as 
were directed by the former acts. 

The population of the Province having grown much larger by the impor- 
tation of foreigners and immigration in general, in the year 1729, to meet 
the demands of increased trade a further sum of £30,000 was issued upon 
the same security of real estate in fee-simple, to be mortgaged in double 
the value of the sum lent, and to be paid in yearly portions, and to be sunk 
and destroyed as had been directed by former acts. In the year 1 731 the 
original acts of 1723 being about to expire, in order to prevent another 
scarcity of money, an act was passed for continuing the value and currency 
of the old bills for the term of eight years longer, by lending them out 
again as fast as they became due under the same provisions and upon the 
same securities as required by the original acts. 

In the year 1739, legislation was again found necessary, and an act was 
passed creating and issuing the further sum of £11,110 5 shillings, and for 
continuing the whole amount of outstanding bills of credit for a short term 
of years. The whole amount of paper money current in the Province at 
this date was reported to be £80,000, or £50,196 in silver. 

The report of a second committee of Assembly, on the state of the paper 
currency, submitted to the House, in 1749,f shows that there was no addi- 
tional issue of bills of credit until the year 1745, excepting a duplicate is- 
sue in 1744, to replace mutilated bills of outstanding issues. In 1745, the 
£80,000 outstanding were rendered current for sixteen years longer. Dur- 
ing the first ten years, the whole sum was to be kept up by lending out or 
reemitting the amounts of the yearly payments as they became due. At 
the expiration of the ten years, the act provided that one sixth part of all 
the bills of credit should be paid in yearly, in order to be sunk and de- 
stroyed, by which means the whole £80,000 was to be paid in and destroyed 
in sixteen years from the date of issue, viz : October 15, 1746.

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In the year 1746, an act was passed giving £5,Q|00 to the king's use, to be 
sunk in ten yearly payments, of £500 each, by the treasurer, out of money 
arising from the yearly excise paid into his hands. These bills were ap- 
plied to the payment of the expenses of a military expedition then on foot 
against Canada. 

From this, it appears that the whole amount of bills of credit current in 
the Province, at this time, was £85,000, or £53,333 6 shillings 8 pence ster- 
ling money. 

From this period, up to 1753, no new Issues were made or attempted, 
but on the 23d of January, 1753, a bill passed the Assembly authorizing a 
new issue of £-20,000, but Governor Hamilton at once gave the Assembly 
to understand that he considered any application to the Crown on the sub- 
ject of paper money as unseasonable at this time, and that he would not 
give his assent to the issuing of any additional sum. Not satisfied, how- 
ever, the Assembly again, on the 23d of May, introduced, and promptly 
passed, another bill authorizing the issue of £20,000. To their request that 
the Governor would pass this bill, it was answered that the Governor would 
hold the bill until the special session in August. On the 29th of August, 
the Governor gave his assent to the bill, with certain amendments, some of 
which the House agreed to, and others rejected. A heated controversy 
seemed imminent, when the House gave up the fight, for the present, on 
the ground " that it was not only a loss of time to the representatives, but 
a great expense to the country to prepare bills for the Governor's assent, 
if he should be bound by private instructions from our Proprietaries, and 
should not be able to bring himself to think he could ever be freed from 
the obligation of paying strict obedience to their instructions until the 
same should be revoked."* 

In the month of February, 1754, it was unanimously agreed upon by 
the Assembly that there should be an additional issue of paper money for 
a longer time, to meet the still increasing demands for the same in trade, and 
to redeem mutilated currency. A bill emitting £40,000 was at once prepared 
and sent to the Governor. His answer was, " as neither my inclination, 
the shortness and urgency of the time, nor the circumstances of my health 
will admit of my engaging in a controversy on the subject of the paper 
money bill latelj'^ presented for my approbation, I will cut off all occasion 
for that by giving, as I hereby do, an absolute negative to the bill."f 

On the 2d of April, in tl^e same year, the threatened invasion of the 
French compelled the Governor to call the Assembly into special session. 
There was the most pressing need of money for the King's use. April 9, 
a bill granting £20,000 to the King's use was introduced into the House. 
It was promptly voted down — ^yeas eight, nays twenty-five. It was proposed 
to pass the bill with the amount reduced to £15,000 ; this was also refused — 
yeas eleven , nays twenty-two. £5 ,0 00 was tried — yeas ten , nays twenty-two.

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The House finding that it could do nothing with the money bill, notified the 
Governor that it would adjourn until the next month, and receiving a reply 
that it could do as it pleased, an adjournment was effected until May 6. 
On the 8th of May the grave question of the passage of a money bill was 
approached in a different way. A bill for the issue of £30,000 in bills of 
credit was first passed unanimously ; but when the proposition was again 
made to furnish money to the King's use for warlike purposes, the trouble 
of the last session again arose ; but finally, by a vote of seventeen to fifteen, 
it was agreed to grant his Majesty the sum of £10,000, and both bills were 
.sent together to the Governor, who at once proposed amendments to the 
paper money bill. He desired to limit the time for which the bills should 
be issued. This enraged the House ; the Governor and his *' private in- 
structions " were again made the subject of severe criticism, and the As- 
sembly immediately adjourned until August. On the I3th of August, a 
paper money bill and a supply bill in identically the same terms were again 
sent to the Governor by the House, with identically the same result. 
Governor Hamilton expressed himself much mortified at this state of af- 
fairs, and shortly after resigned his oflSce. In -October, 1154, Governor 
Robert Hunter Morris met the Assembly. December . , an act emitting 
£40,000 in bills of credit and £20,000 for the King's use was passed and 
sent to the Governor, who at once notified the Assembly that he could not 
pass any bill for creating paper money without " a suspending clause " 
that it should not take effecJt until His Majesty's pleasure be known, and 
in support of the position assumed by him, the Governor laid before the 
Assembly the opinion of Sir Dudley Ryder, the late Attorney General and 
then Chief Justice of England, expressly declaring that he had no such 
right. 

Indignant at the attitude of the Governor the House passed a resolution 
expressing it as their belief that the Governor was only making the " sus- 
pending clause " an excuse ; that there was nothing in it, because Gov- 
ernor Thomas, (holding the same instructions from the Lords Justices,) had 
in 1746, passed an act granting £5,000 to the King's use, without the sus- 
pending clause. 

It was claimed that the true reasons of the Governor's refusal, " if not 
the sole obstruction " to the passing of the present bill, were the Proprietary's 
private instructions. A demand was made upon the Governor that he 
should exhibit his instructions from the Proprietary. This he refused 
to do, and the House, in an angry temper, resolved to adjourn until May, 
and to keep secret the minutes of their meeting from the Governor. Cha- 
grined at their proposed departure, the Governor informed the Assembly 
that he would lay all trouble, which might arise in the future from the non- 
passage of the money bill, to their door. 

Meanwhile the dangers from the threatened French and Indian invasion 
became daily more alarming. General Braddock had arrived upon the 
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scene of action, and his proposed operations and how they were to be aided 
became the chief topic of business in the Assembly. A bill providing 
£25,000 for the King's use was proposed on the 28th of March, 1755, but 
the Governor refused to sanction the same, for the same reason as before. 
Under the urgent pressure of the times, however, on the 2 1st of the follow- 
ing June, a bill for £10.000 bills of credit, to redeem mutilated currency, 
was allowed to become a law. 

Close upon the heels of this followed the disastrous news of the defeat 
of Braddock. It reached the ears of the Assembly of Pennsylvania on the 
24th July. lOn the 2d of August, relief to the Government was proposed 
in a bill granting £50,000 for the King's use, which debt the bill proposed 
to meet by a direct tax of twelve pence per pound and twenty shillings per 
head upon all estates in the province real and personal, and upon taxables. 
Here was the first direct taxation of the Proprietaries lands, and although 
it came in a most critical time, the Governor was equal to the emergency. 
The bill was immediately sent back with amendments, exempting the Pro- 
prietaries lands. A " dead-lock " between the Governor and Assembly en- 
sued, to the horror of the people. Citizens of Philadelphia offered to raise 
and pay the amount of the Proprietaries tax. The mayor and people re- 
monstrated, but all to no avail, both parties adhered to their determina- 
tion. The House adjourned, and met again later in special session, but 
no agreement was reached until finally the Proprietaries learning of Brad- 
dock's disaster contributed, of their own free will, £5,000 to the support of 
Government. This was followed by the immediate passage by the Assem- 
bly, (November 26, 1755,) and approval by the Governor, ot a bill grant- 
ing £60,000, £55,000 of the same in bills of credit, to be sunk by a tax on 
all property, excepting that of the Proprietaries. 

The above details have been given in order that something of an under- 
standing may be had of the difficulties experienced by all parties interested 
in the early methods of financiering in Pennsylvania. 

Between the year 1757 and the breaking out of the Revolutionary War 
in 1775, a number of additional issues of bills of credit were authorized 
in the Province. Experience had taught wiser method?, arid the indications 
are that the credit of the Province would not have suffered by any serious 
depreciation of her currency, had not the war been precipitated upon the 
country. The finances, it may be said, were ably managed during this 
period by the Trustees of the Loan Office and the Provincial Commission^ 
ers ; the last named being charged with the disbursement of moneys granted 
for the king's use. 

The issues of bills of credit from September, 1756, to the close of the 
Provincial government in 1775, amounted in th*^ aggregate to £804,650. 

During the Revolution, about £1,000,000 were issued in bills of credit by 
the State. In addition to this, by resolution of Congress, March 18, 1780,*

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Pennsylvania, in common with the other States, was called upon to assist 
Congress in the work of redeeming the highly depreciated Continental cur- 
rency, which was then passing, in most parts of the United States, at a 
figure at least |gth below its nominal value. For this purpose it was or- 
dered that new bills should issue on the funds of individual States, and be 
signed by persons appointed by them. The faith of the United States was 
pledged for the payment of the same in case any State should, by the events 
of war be rendered incapable of redeeming them, which pledge was in- 
dorsed upon the. back of the bill by commissioners appointed by Congress 
for the purpose. 

The bills thus emitted read as follows :

Of this money, which in common parlance was known as the " Dollar 
Money," Penns3'lvania made two issues in bills running in denomination 
from $^ to $20. The first issue in 1780, amounted, in the aggregate, to 
$1,2.50,000, and the second, in 1783, to $300,000. 

This large inflation of the paper money of the State, rendered necessary 
by the war, was, as a legitimate consequence, followed by the most disj- 
astrous results. Penn«3'^lvania's credit, in common with that of the other 
States, sank to a low ebb. Her currency depreciated to an alarming ex- 
tent, as is evidenced by the following scale of depreciation of money, fixed 
by the act of Assembl}^ of the 3d of April, 1781, to determine the value of 
the several debts, contracts, and demands then existing, compared with silver 
and gold :*

In April, 1793, a new loan oflSce for the issue of $500,000 was erected ; 
but abolished in April of the following year, because it was found " inex- 
pedient," and not to answer the purpose intended by the Legislature. 

The further issue of paper money by the States being now forbidden by 
the Constitution of the United States, Pennsylvania took steps to clear up 
her old indebtedness in this shape, and by the act of April 4, 1805, all out- 
standing paper money not presented for redemption to the State Treasury 
on or before the 2d Tuesday of January, 1806, was declared to be forever 
irredeemable.

The Period of Pablle Improvement. 

The Province of Pennsylvania, even in the days of its extreme infancy, 
80 far as its limited resources would admit of, advanced public improve- 
ments of every practicable character within the limits of its territory. In 
the erection of court-houses, prisons, and alms-houses, the public stock was 
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frequently drawn upon, and as early as 1723, a direct appropriation of the 
proceeds of the first bills of credit issued by the Province, was made to 
the then existing counties for the erection and maintenance of public in- 
stitutions of this character. In 1751; the present Pennsylvania Hospital, 
in Philadelphia, was incorporated, and an appropriation for its support 
made by the Provincial Assembly. 

Through the years in which the Province grew in extent of territory, 
population, and freedom of thought into the prosperous Commonwealth 
which hailed the opening days of the present century, the people had learned 
to depend in no small degree upon the public bounty in this respect. The 
earlier Indian and the Revolutionary wars had rendered necessary the va- 
cating and opening of many roads, and as these were mostly used for gov- 
ernmental purposes, the expense of their construction was met, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, by appropriations of public funds. 

With the assured peace and prosperity of the State, at the opening of 
the new century, its attention was more fully than ever directed to the sub- 
ject of the promotion of its internal interests, and step by step, from in- 
direct to direct methods, the spirit of improvement advanced, manifesting 
itself at first principally in the creation of what man's interests as a civil 
. ized being most demanded — a means of easier communication with his fel- 
low man, and of transportation for the products of the soil to an adequate 
market. Turnpike companies, bridge companies, canal and lock navigation 
companies sprang up in numbers under the fostering care of the govern- 
ment. Then born of the hope of unbounded prosperity in the near future, 
which the gradual completion of these earlier conceived enterprises had 
engendered, and stimulated by the already accruing facilities offered by 
them, speculation seized upon both rulers and people to such a degree, that 
at the close of the first quarter of the century, a most stupendous system 
of internal improvements had not onl}'^ been conceived but was already un- 
dertaken. 

The progressive spirit and well known resources of Pennsylvania ren- 
dered it for her a matter of little difficulty to borrow all needed funds upon 
favorable terms. Foreign as well as home capitalists were competitors for 
the acceptance of her securities, and, with a reckless disregard of future con- 
sequences, she made large loans for the undertaking and completion of her 
various lines of improvement, and paid the interest upon these loans with 
other loans. The people, following the example set by the government, like- 
wise engaged in undertakings equally indiscreet and unattainable. Banks 
were created with an alarming rapidity, with an aggregate capital fabulous 
in amount. These institutions, controlled and operated by men imbued 
with the prevailing spirit of the times, clqsed, in a majority of cases, most 
disastrously, their brilliant but brief careers. A general suspension fol- 
lowed, as the legitimate consequence of their irrational operations. By 
their downfall, business was paralyzed. State credit shaken, and all mone- 
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tary affkirs most seriously crippled ; whilst to add to the disaster, financial 
embarrassments in Europe compelled foreign capitalists to withhold their 
usual loans. 

Thus, in general terms, may be sketched the causes which led the proud 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania into paths near to where the shadows of 
dishonor fell, from which she was extricated only by the sterling qualities 
of the men who were called to the control of her affairs when the crisis was 
upon her. Under the administration of Governor Porter, in 1839, a halt 
in this heedless system of financiering, if it be worthy that name, was 
called. Public improvements were largely curtailed ; the operations of those 
in existence thoroughly systematized ; depreciated stocks held by the Com- 
monwealth were disposed of for what they would bring in the market ; a 
practical system of taxation was provided for, and generally such steps 
taken in the direction of retrenchment and reform as shortly led to a marked 
improvement in the condition of afiairs. The unjust aspersions to which 
she was then subjected, however, still linger in the memory of some who 
do not scruple, unfairly, though it be, to whisper " repudiation " in connec- 
tion with her honored name. 

The scope of this article will not, to any great extent, permit the admis- 
sion of figures, but to have a clear understanding of the burden Pennsyl- 
vania was carrying during the period of her internal improvements, and of 
her greatest financial distre~s,the following are given : 

Between the years 1803 and 1822, the State subscribed and paid for stock, 
in certain turnpike, bridge, and navigation companies, which amounted in 
the aggregate, to $2,873,542, par value, distributed as follows : 

Fifty-six turnpike companies, $1,861,542 00 

Twelve bridge companies, 382,000 00 

Three canal and lock navigation companies, 130,000 00 

In 1843, the amount of stock owned in this class of corporations, by the 
State, had increased to $6,194,380 56, par value, at which time her financial 
condition compelled the sale* of $4,191,783 00 worth of this stock, from 
which was realized the sum of $1,395,411 84. This stock was distributed 
among the several classes of corporations as follows : 

Eightj^-six turnpike companies, $2,313,275 00

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In the year 1826, the stupendous work of the Pennsylvania canal was 
commenced, having been authorized by the act of the 26th of February. 
A board of canal commissioners had been appointed in April, 1825, with 
instructions to choose a route for the proposed canal. This board con- 
sisted of John Sergeant,* (president ;) Robert M. Patterson, of Philadel- 
phia ; William Darlington, of Chester ; David Scott, of Luzerne ; and Ab- 
ner Laycock, of Beaver, Joseph Mcllwaine acting as secretary. This com- 
mittee reported the result of their investigation to the Legislature, and 
were authorized to locate and contract for making the canal. The Secre- 
tar}'^ of the Commonwealth, the Auditor General, and the State Treasurer 
were appointed commissioners of what was denominated " the internal im- 
provement fund," and all revenues derived by the Commonwealth from 
auction duties and escheats were diverted into this fund to meet the in- 
terest accruing upon the loans negotiated to construct the canal. 

The Modern System of liOana— 8«le of the Pabllc Works. 

The first loan negotiated by Pennsylvania for this purpose was author- 
ized by Assembly, April 1, 1826, for the sum of $300,000, and from the 
3^ear 1826 to 1843, $53,352,648 72 were expended by the commissioners of 
the internal improvement fund, for the various purposes of the public 
works. The total cost, to the State, of the Pennsylvania canal and 
branches during this period was $28,616,375 01. The total revenue, in- 
cluding moneys borrowed on loans, was $74,757,223 47. The total ex 
penditures, including interest paid on loans, were $73,757,223 47, leaving 
a balance in the Treasury, on the 1st of December, 1843, of $459,471 50 ; 
with a debt, for money borrowed on loans, of $42,040,753 49, and a net 
amount owing by the Commonwealth, on loans, of $41,581,281 99, none of 
which was re-imbursable before the Ist of December, 1846, excepting a 
small portion of the matured loans unredeemed, the balance re-imbursable 
at periods extending to July 1, 1870. 

The liabilities incurred by Pennsylvania by the issue of loans, from the 
beginning of the system, in 1815, to the jjresent time, will appear from the 
tables herewith submitted, in which are given the character of the loans, 
the date when authorized, the rate of interest, the date when re-imbursable, 
and the original amounts authorized. For the purpose of comparison, the 
loans issued during the period of the active prosecution of the public 
works — 1815 to 1844, the loans issued durtng the transition period from 
the virtual cessation of public improvements to the actual sale of the 
public works — 1844 to 18*38, and the loans issued for military and other 
purposes from 1858 to the present time are given separately.f 

* John Sergeant resigned his position on the board, and William Darlington was 
elected president in his stead. 

t By the act of April 15, 1782, the State authorities were aathorized to negotiate loans 
not exceeding £30,000 to meet the immediate demands of government. The money 
thus borrowed was redeemed at an early date.

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As was natural, the public mind at this time had become much excited 
in consequence of the rapid increase in the State debt during the period of 
the prosecution of the public works, and at the actual and contemplated 
increase of taxation incident thereto. When the Legislature met in Jan- 
uary, 1844, it was clearly demonstrated that a large majority of the people 
were in favor of abandoning the further management of the public works 
under State auspices, and of disposing of t\Lem at the highest market price 
obtainable to such individuals or corporations as would assume that respons- 
ibility. Petitions from the people and proceedings of public meetings 
were sent to the Legislature in such numbers as to present an array of 
public sentiment which was not to be resisted. The whole country was 
laboring under one of those financial convulsions which sometimes over- 
take communities, and prostrate the energies of the strongest and most 
powerful. The State was not only unable to meet the interest falling due 
on the funded debt semi-annually ; but was obliged to make provisions for 
the payment of large sums of money to our own citizens for labor done 
and materials furnished in making and repairing the public works. The 
latter debts were just beginning to be paid ; but so slowly that they did 
not keep pace with the demands upon the people, which produced irritation 
and discontent. In addition to this, the currency was greatly diminished 
in amount, and in many cases it was very much depreciated, while in some 
sections of the State a circulating medium was scarcely seen at all.'*' 

Under thi^ pressure of public opinion, not unaided by the influence of in- 
terested parties, the Legislature at this session de^sed a plan, contingent 
upon an approval by a vote of the people, of disposing at public sale of the 
main line of the State works. This plan, after a lengthy consideration, 
became a law on the 29th of April, 1844. It was proposed to offer the main 
line of the public works at public sale for the sum of $20,000,000, which 
sum of money was to form the capital stock of a company to be incorpor- 
ated under the name of" the Pennsylvania Canal and Railroad Company." 
Said stock to be divided into two hundred thousand shares, at a par value 
of one hundred dollars each. Commissioners were appointed to offer this 
stock at public sale, at a specified time and place in the city of Philadel- 
phia.f

Benjamin W. Richards, Robert Patterson, Frederick Fraley, and Jacob E. Hagert, of 
Philadelphia city; John Stallman, Thomas McCully, Jacob Shearer, Isaac W. Norris, 
Augusti^e Stevenson, Benjamin Moore, and Alexander Cummings, of Philadelphia 
county ; John G. Lowry, of Centre county ; Joel K. Mann, of Montgomery county ; 
Philip Dougherty, of Dauphin county ; William Darlington, of Chester county ; George 
Harrison, of Bucks county; Harmer Denny, Charles Shaler, William Marks, James 
C. McCully, and George R. White, of Allegheny county; Reah Frazer and John 
Strohm, of Lancaster county; John Kerr, of Huntingdon county; Gteorge M, Hollen- 
hack, of Luzerne county ; Henry Welsh, of York county ; and Henry Flannery, of 
Berks county. 
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This stock was to be paid for in money or in certificates of loan of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania ; when paid in loans the loans received 
were to canceled. Three fourths of the whole stock was to be sold or sub- 
scribed for before letters patent could issue to the company. When all re- 
quirements were met and the company properly incorporated, it was to be 
organized by the choice of a president and ten directors, all of whom were to 
be stockholders and residents or citizens of Pennsylvania, owners of at 
least twenty-five shares of stock. In case any shares of stock remained 
unsubscribed then the Auditor General and State Treasurer were to be ex 
officio directors of the said company on the part of the Commonwealth, 
until two years after the date of incorporation, at which time the company 
was authorized to elect directors in their stead. The main line of the pub- 
lic works was to be vested in this company and their successors forever. 

If at the expiration of twenty years from the date of the letters patent 
creating the company, the Legislature saw fit to resume the works, they 
were to have the right so to do, upon re-imbursing the stockholders in the 
amount of their stock at par, together with ten per cent, advance thereon. 
But if the Legislature did not, at the expiration of twenty years, resume 
the works, the company was to continue in possession of the same for 
twenty years longer. 

As above intimated, the sale of the main line was not to be undertaken 
unless a majority of the people, at the next general election should declare 
in favor of the same, voting by separate ballots. 

So averse were the ppople to the further continuance of the public works, 
under State control and management, that at the next election, held on the 
8th day of October, 1844, they declared in favor of the sale, by a majority 
of not less than thirty thousand. 

The commissioners, appointed by the act, met in Philadelphia in Novem- 
ber, and, as by law directed, advertised the sale of the main line in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, Pittsburgh, and Harrisburg 
newspapers, to take place at the Merchants' Exchange in Philadelphia. 
The time fixed for the sale was the 20th of January, 1846. 

At the appointed time, the stock was offered by M. Thomas & Sons, 
auctioneers, but " few persons were present, and there were no bids." Post- 
ponement of the sale to subsequent dates met with no better success ; the 
high price fixed and the stringent provisions of the act frightened away 
the speculators. This fact the people promptly appreciated, and again be- 
seiged the Legislature, then in session, with petitions praying for the pas- 
sage of a law reducing the price fixed for the sale, even before the time 
fixed for the limitation of the sale had expired. These petitions were re- 
ferred to the Ways and Means Committee of the House, which, after care- 
fully considering the same, reported adversely to any further action at that 
time in the premises. 

Thus, virtually, ended the first attempt at a sale of the main line. This 
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consummation was not reached until thirteen years later, when, in 1858, by 
virtue of an act of Assembly, approved May 16, 185T, a sale was authorized, 
absolutely, without being submitted to a vote of the people. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, a corporation created in 184ft, became the pur- 
chasers, for the sum of $1,500,000, and for this amount bonds of the com- 
pany were deposited in the State Treasury, which are being annually re- 
deemed by payments upon the debt. About $4,000,000 of this debt still 
remains unpaid, which is steadily being decreased under the provisions of 
the act commuting the tonnage tax of said company. The amout of each 
annual payment is $460,000. 

The liabilities incurred by Pennsylvania from the period of the virtual 
cessation of her public improvements, in 1844, to the actual sale of the 
public works, in 1858, by the issue of additional loans, were as follows :

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From this it appears that the tot^ amount of loans issued by the State 
up to the present time was $101,148,616 09. The balance of this amount 
outstanding and unredeemed was on the 30th of November, 1880, 
$21,561,989 65. 

Modem Revenam. 

With the passage of the act of 1182, methodizing the settlement of ac- 
counts, and the subsequent adoption of the Constitution of 1790, a new 
era in the finances of Pennsylvania was inaugurated. The ragged edges 
of the old system however still remained apparent for some length of time, 
until, by absolute repeal or assimilation with the new methods, they disap- 
pear entirely, except that their obsolete provisions retain a place upon our 
ancient statute books to perplex, with their unfamiliar presence, the in- 
vestigator of our modern system, who has the temerity to search for the 
germs of the same in the records of the past. 

The revenues of Pennsylvania are, to-day, derived from the following 
principal sources : From corporations of every nature, including limited 
partnerships, (except such as are organized for manufacturing and mercan- 
tile purposes,) banks, municipalities, and counties, from licenses, from col- 
lateral inheritances, from taxes on process and emoluments of office, from 
taxes on personal property, from unincorporated companies, banks, and sav- 
ings institutions, from escheats, and from certain miscellaneous sources. 

General Corporation Taxes. 

Under the general head first given, are properly classed the following 
taxes : 

Tax on Corporation Stock. — When a corporation declares no dividend, 
or a dividend of less than six per cent, per annum, its stock is appraised, 
and a tax of three mills is levied upon each dollar of said appraised value. 
When the dividend declared is six per cent, or over, a tax of one half mill 
on each one per cent, of dividend is assessed. 

Tax on Gross Receipts of Transportation and Telegraph Com- 
panies Eight tenths of one per cent, upon the gross receipts of said com- 
panies for tolls and transportation, telegraph business, or express business. 

Tax on Loans. — Loans of corporations, loans and certificates of indebt- 
edness, &c., of counties, cities, and boroughs, four mills on every dollar of 
the value thereof, annually. 

Tax on Bank Stock. — Incorporated banks, saving institutions, &c., have 
the option of assessing their stock, subject to revision by the Auditor Gen- 
eral, to be taxed at the rate of four mills, or of paying, on or before the 
2Gth of June, in every year, six tenths of one per cent, on every dollar of 
authorized capital, thereby escaping all other taxation. But failing to 
notify the Auditor General, before the 1st day of March, in each year, of 
their option, they become subject to pay upon the assessed value of their 
stock as above, four mills annually upon every dollar of the value thereof. 
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Tax on Coal Companies. — This is a tax on the franchises and privileges 
of companies possessing the right to mine or. purchase coal, assessed at the 
rate of three cents upon every ton of coal mined or purchased.* 

Tax on Foreign Insurance Companies. — This is a tax of three per cent, 
upon the gross premiums of said companies, assessed upon the business 
done in Pennsylvania. 

Tax on Gross Premiums. — This is a tax of eight tenths of one per cent, 
upon the gross amount of the premiums of 'every domestic insurance com- 
pany, except those organized on the purely mutual plan. 

Bonus on Charters. — The revenue thus designated is a bonus of one 
quarter of one per cent, upon the amount of the capital stock which said 
company is authorized to have, payable in two equal installments, with a 
like amount upon any subsequent increase of the stock. No company in- 
corporated under the laws of Pennsylvania, or accepting the same, (ex- 
cepting turnpike, bridge, and cemetery companies, or building and loan 
associations, and corporations not for profit,) can legally go into operation, 
or exercise any corporate powers or privileges, until the first installment 
of bonus is paid. 

Office License Fees. — No foreign corporation can legally do business in 
Pennsylvania unless it shall have first obtained from the Auditor General an 
annual license so to do, for which it shall pay annually one fourth of a mill 

on each dollar of capital stock which it is authorized to have.

LiceDses. 

Under the head of licenses, the following revenues are classed : 

Retailers' Licenses. — XJ!hder the head of retailers are included all mer- 
cantile licenses, except such as are subject by law to special rates, and which 
are hereafter specified. Retail dealers are classed according to their an- 
nual sales. The lowest class is $t, sales $1,000 ; the highest class is $1,000, 
sales $500,000. 

Brewers' and Distillers'. — The present rates for this class of licenses 
are : Sales of $1,000 and under, $16 ; the highest rate is $200, sales $100,- 
000. 

BiLLiAR» Table and Bowling Alley Licenses. — Keepers of billiard 
saloons and bowling alleys, (nine or ten-pin saloons,) are taxed for their 
licenses, for the first billiard table or bowling alley, $30 ; for each additional 
table or alley, $10. 

Patent Medicine Licenses. — Tenders of patent medicines pay annually 
to the use of the Commonwealth a license rated upon their annual sales. 
Lowest class $5, sales $100; highest class $50, sales $1,000. When the 
sales exceed $2,000, they pay three per cent, extra. 

Brokers' License. — Priuate brokers of every kind pay for their State

licenses at the rate of three per cent, upon the gross amount of their an- 
nual business. This is not their tax, but their license. 

Auctioneers. — Under the laws as they now stand, auctioneers are licensed 
in the same manner as brokers, and pay the same license fee, viz : Three 
per cent, upon the amount of their annual business. 

Liquor Licenses. — Dealers in liquor, in quantities not less than a quart, 
are required to pay a State license according to their annual sales. Lowest 
license is $25, sales of. $5,000 and under; the highest license is $480, 
sales of $300,000 and upwards. 

Tavern Licenses Keepers of taverns, inns, or hotels are classified, as- 
sessed, and pay a license upon their annual sales of liquor. All sales less 
than $4,000, $50 ; highest class $^00, sales $10,000 and upwards. 

Eating-Housb Licenses. — keepers of eating-houses and restaurants, who 
sell malt liquors, are subject to pay a State license. Lowest rate $20, 
sales $3,000 and under ; highest rate $200, sales $20,000. In an incorpo- 
rated city, the lowest rate for an eating-house is $50. 

Peddlers' Licenses.-— Every person engaged in the busines of hawking, 
peddling of goods, wares, and merchandise, under the general laws of the 
State, must have a license as follows : To travel on foot, $8 ; one horse 
and wagon, $16 ; two horses and wagon, $25. 

Theater, Circus, &c.. Licenses. — The price of a theater, or circus license, 
or museum or any other place for theatrical representations, (for the period 
of one year,) is, in the city and county of Philadelphia, $500, and in the 
county of Allegheny, $200 ; and- for each and every other county of this 
Commonwealth, within the bounds of which such theater or circus may be 
shown, held, or exhibited, the sum of $50. And the price of menagerie 
license, (for the period of one yeaj,) is, in the city and county of Philadel- 
phia, $200, in the county of Allegheny, $100 ; and for each and every other 
county of this Commonwealth, within the bounds of which such menagerie 
may be exhibited or shown, the sum of $30. 

Tbz«»— Other than Corporation. 

Collateral Inheritance Tax. — From all estates, which pass to collateral 
heirs, the State exacts a tax of five per cent. 

Tax on Process and Emoluments op Office. — Upon every instrument of 
writing of original entry or of record in the oflBces of the prothonotaries, 
registers and recorders of the several counties, the State receives fifty cents, 
except in cases of appeals and transcripts from justices' dockets, upon 
which the tax is twenty-five cents. The State also receives, or is entitled 
to fifty per cent, of what remains of the fees collected by these oflScers after 
the salaries allowed them by law, and the clerk-hire and necessary expenses 
of their oflSces are paid. 

Tax on Personal Property. — Every county is required to assess, and 
annually to collect for the State, taxes as follows : All mortgages, money 
owing by solvent debtors, whether by promissory note, penal or single 
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bill, bond or judgment ; also, all articles of agreement and accounts bear- 
ing interest, owned or possessed by any person or persons whatsoever, 
(except notes or bills for work or labor done, and all obligations given to 
banks, for money loaned and bank notes,) a ad all public loans or stocks 
whatsoever, except those issued by this Commonwealth or the United States, 
and all moneys loaned or invested on interest in any other State, and all 
other moneyed capital in the hands of individual citizens of the State, tax- 
able at the rate of four mills on the dollar. 

All stages, omnibusses, hacks, cabs and other vehicles, used for trans- 
porting passengers, for hire, and of annuities $200, except those granted 
by the court or by the United States, all shares of stock or weekly deposits 
in any unincorporated savings fund institution, all personal property (not 
taxed under the laws existing April 22, 1846,) held, owned, used or in- 
vested by any person, company or corporation, excepting always such 
property as shall beheld intrust for religious purposes, all household furni- 
ture, including gold and silver plate, exceeding $300, owned by any person 
or persons, corporation or corporations, taxable at the rate of three mills 
on the dollar. 

Pleasure carriages of all descriptions, both of two and four wheels, tax- 
able for State purposes, taxable at the rate of one per cent, on the dollar. 

Gold lever or other gold watches of equal value, subject to a tax of one 
dollar each. Every other description of gold watches, silver lever, or other 
watches of equal value, subject to a tax of seventy-five cents each. Every 
other description of watches of the value of twenty dollars, and upwards, 
subject to a tax of fifty cents each. 

A tax upon real property was formerly assessed after the same manner, 
but was repealed in 1867. 

Tax on net earnings. 

An annual tax, three per cent, is levied and collected by the State, upon 
the net earnings of every unincorporated company not otherwise taxed, and 
of every unincorporated or private bank or banking institution, including 
brokers. 

Escheats. 

Whenever any person within the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, dies 
intestate, without heirs or any known kindred, widow or surviving hus- 
band, the real or personal estate of such person shall be vested in the Com- 
monwealth by escheat. The State becomes possessed of the revenue from 
from source, after proper proceeding in the nature of an information, and 
inquisition, and a sale. 

Mlscellaneons Revenues. 

Under this head may be classed the amounts paid by notaries public for 
their commissions, twenty-five dollars, and the tax of three per cent, on their 
gross receipts, and of fifty per cent, of their net earnings. The tax on the 
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sale of commercial fertilizers, lowest license ten dollars, sales one hundred 
tons ; highest license tbirtj'' dollars, sales five hundred tons. The revenue 
received from the sale of pamphlet laws, sixty cents per volume. Penn- 
sylvania Archives, one dollar per volume. Accrued interest, refunded 
cash, fees of the public oflSces, and receipts from the sale of public lands 
and property. 

The Sinking Faad. 

For the purpose of meeting the existing indebtedness of the State and 
the interest thereon, as well as anticipated indebtedness, it became neces- 
sary to establish a regular fund for sinking the loans. An amendment es- 
tablishing a regular sinking fund was engrafted on the Constitution in 

1857, and carried into effect by legislative enactment on the 22d of April, 

1858. By the provisions of the sinking fund act a major portion of the 
revenues of the State, derived from a variety of sources, was for the time be- 
ing diverted into this fund for the purposes named.* The Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, the State Treasurer, and the Auditor General, were ap- 
pointed commissioners tp receive these revenues and to apply the same ; 
first, to the accruing interest of the public debt, and, second, to the princi- 
pal thereof, reducing it at the rate of not less than $250,000 per annum. 
The Commissioners of the sinking fund were prohibited from using its 
revenues otherwise than above stated, except in cases of war, invasion, or 
insurrection, until the State debt was reduced below $5,000,000. « 

By the Constitution of 1873, and subsequent legislation, the sinking 
fund was continued, but the sources from which its revenues were derived 
were considerably curtailed. By the act of May 9, 1874, it was provided 
*' that the sinking fund shall consist of the proceeds of the sale of the 
public works or any part thereof, income from or proceeds of the sale of 
any stocks owned by the Commonwealth, and the tax on the capital stock 
of all corporations of this Commonwealth. All other revenues of the State 
shall belong to the general fund." The present status of the Sinking Fund 
is defined by the act of June 7, 1879, as follows : 

'* That one half the taxes imposed by the fourth section of this act, and 
the revenues derived therefrom, (tax on capital stock of corporations,) 
until the Ist day of November, A. D. 1880, shall be assigned to the sinking 
fund of this Commonwealth, and that after that time the whole of the rev- 
enue derived from this source shall be assigned to the sinking fund, and 

*By the original act the following revenues were appropriated to the sinking fund : 
Proceeds of sales of stocks owned by the State, commutation of tonnage tax, Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, (proceeds of sale of public works.) And revenues derived from the 
following sources: Bank charters and dividends, corporation taxes of all kinds, from 
all classes of licenses, from auction commissions and duties from tax on writs, deeds, 
mortgages, d^c, from tax on emoluments of office, on foreign insurance companies, on 
enrollment of laws, on pamphlet laws, on loans or money at interest, all fines, for- 
feitures, and penalties, revenus of public lands, militia tax, general tonnage tax^ 
escheats, collateral inheritance, accrued interest, refunded cash, and uncouaitional gitls, 
grants, or bequests.

the other half of the revenue under the fourth section of this act, until the 
1st day of November, A. D. 1880, and all other taxes imposed by this act, 
and the revenues derived therefrom shall be applicable to the payment of 
the ordinary and current expenses of the Government." 

The debt of Pennsylvania December 1, 1819, was $22,190,668 86. 

The balance in the sinking fund the same date, was $1,202,373 18.* 

AcoouatlAff Officers and the Methods of Adjustlog Account*. 

The methods of keeping and auditing the accounts of the Province of 
Pennsylvania, during the first decade of its existence, were simple in the 
extreme and wholly uninteresting. The fund set apart as the " public 
stock " or " aid " was disbused in the most economical manner by " the Re- 
ceiver of the Public Aid," under the instructions of the Council and As- 
sembly, for such things only as were absolutely necessary to keep in motion 
the machinery of the infant government. 

When, however, it became necessary to provide a regular revenue for the 
support of Government, as was the case when the Proprietary Government 
was suspended in 1193, and the Province reverted to tho direct control of 
the Crown, under a deputy, an examination, more or less systematic, of 
the public receipts and expenditures, was inaugurated. The accounts were 
audited at such times as the Assembly directed, by regular and special 
committees appointed by the Assembly, and sometimes by a joint com- 
mittee of both chambers. In course of time the following classes of ac- 
counts came under the supervision of the several auditing committees : 
Accounts of ** the immediate service " of Council and Assembly ; accounts 
of the Provincial Treasurer, imports, excises, &c. ; accounts of the trustees 
of the loan office. 

The first revenue bill was passed in 1693, and the first regular finance 
committee of the Asssembly, of which there is any positive i^ecord, was ap- 
pointed under Governor Fletcher, on the 1 9th of May, 1693.t It consisted 
of the following named persons : Samuel Richardson, John Swift, James 
Fox, Henry Pointer, Henry Williams, John Walker, Thomas Pemberton, 
Albertus Jacobs, George Maris, Qornelius Empson, and William Manloe. 

A joint committee of Council and Assembly was appointed on the 20th 
of May, 1698, to audit and adjust the claims of the government. J 

This committee, of which Edward Shippen was chairman, reported the 
following to be a correct statement of debts due from the government to 
sundry persons, as adjusted by the committee :

From this time to the 2 1st of November, 1701, there is no record of any 
audit of the public accounts. On that day, however, the House resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole, (Griffith Jones in the chair,) for the 
purpose of inspecting and settling the accounts of the treasurer.* After 
a lengthy sitting, the committee arose and the chairman reported that from 
an abstract of the treasurer's accounts, it appeared that there remained in 
the treasurer's hands 24 pounds of the public money, but as some of the 
collectors of imposts had not yet returned the taxes collected to the treas- 
urer, the committee could not at present complete the audit, and recom- 
mend that a committee be appointed to inspect the accounts, and report 
upon the same at a future date. This was accordingly done, and at a spe- 
cial session of the House, August 5, 1708, the committee reported the ac- 
counts of the treasurer as finally settled, and placed of record in the files 
of the House. 

The next audit was made by a committee regularly appointed on the 20th 
of January, 1710-11. The report was,f " that they had received the Public 
Treasurer's accounts, who is in disburse £36 15s. 5d., and that by the same 
it did appear a great part of the money raised in the year 1706, in order to 
discharge the debts of this Province, had been otherwise employed for the 
immediate service (so-called) of succeeding Assemblies, so that it still re- 
quired 461 pounds, 2 shillings, and 2 pence, old currency, to make good the 
balance due to the treasurer, and what remains due on those former 
debts and orders of payment. Besides that, Daniel Lloyd and Joseph 
Wilcox, as also several officers of the government have further demands 
on the public stock, when money shall be raised, and that they are informed 
divers persons had advanced money, at the Governor's request, for Indian

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presents and treaties, which were not all yet brought in. The whole, they 
conjecture, will amount to at least 500 pounds currency, that the Province 
is now in arrears." 

Much dissatisfaction was manifested by the House over this state of af- 
fairs. They considered it a hardship upon themselves that they were com- 
pelled to levy upon the people taxes to pay so many years arrearages. 
Nevertheless, steps were taken to ascertain the exact amount of the arrear- 
ages, which were found to be four hundred and twenty-four pounds six shil- 
lings and nine pence, and a law was passed providing a method by which 
over-due taxes should be promptly collected. 

The importance of a regular annual audit of the accounts of the Province 
now dawned upon the mind of the Assembly. The desultory methods of 
past years, which the details above given reveal, were abandoned, and from 
the year 1711 onward, regular committees were annually appointed for the 
examination of the public accounts, and detailed reports of the condition 
thereof each year were filed with the records of the House. In the year 
1723, when the first loan office of the Province was established still more 
stringent regulations for the examination of the public accounts were 
adopted. By the act creating the first bills of credit, it was enacted that 
a committee of the Assembly should " once every year, and oftener if the 
Assembly shall think fit, audit the accounts of the money received by the 
Provincial Treasurer," and it was also provided that the same committee, 
or an additional one to be appointed in like manner, should, once in every 
year or oftener if so directed, audit the accounts of the sums of money in 
bills of credit let out upon loan to the inhabitants of the Province, and 
also of the sums of money and bills of credit received by the trustees of 
the general loan office. These auditors were further directed to affix, within 
one week after the audit was finished, an advertisement in the most public 
places of the city of Philadelphia, setting forth what quantity of money had 
been received by the trustees over and above the interest due to the public 
upon the loans, which monej'- the said trustees were directed to use in the 
redemption of bills of credit. All redeemed bills were within ten days 
after the audit, to be sunk and destroyed in the presence of the auditing 
committee. 

This system of auditing the public accounts continued in vogue until the 
13th day of April, 1782, when an entirely new system was inaugurated by 
the act of Assembly, for " methodizing the department of accounts of this 
Commonwealth, and for the more effectual' settlement of the same." 

Before entering upon a consideration of this act and its results, certain 
modifications of the old system, before its expiration, must be noted. 

The old Provincial Assembly of Pennsylvania expired on the 26th day 
of September, 1776, and its last act was the approval of the report of its 
committee of accounts. 

Powers similar to those exercised by the Provincial Assembly in the 
auditing arid settling of the accounts were conferred upon the State As- 
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sembly, created under the constitution of 1T76. In the matter of lev^dng 
and collecting taxes and disposing of the public moneys, however, the As- 
sembly was made amenable to a tribunal, denominated the " Council of 
Censors," whose duty, in this respect, was " to inquire whether the public 
taxes have been justly laid and collected in all parts of this Commonwealth, 
in what manner the public moneys have been disposed of, and whether the 
laws have been duly exectited."* 

The operations of the Constitutional Convention, and the Committee and 
Council of Safety , conducted as they frequently were, under the press of cir- 
cumstances, upon authority not clearly defined, led to a confusion which 
affected the financial affairs of the State to no small degree. Before a set- 
tlement with Congress could be made by the State, it was necessary to have 
the accounts of the Committee and Council of Safety adjusted and settled. 
To this end an act was passed on the 2d of September, 1TT8. A regular de- 
partment for the settlement of this class of accounts was established. Wil- 
liam Moore, Joseph Dean, and David Rittenhouse were appointed auditors 
with full powers, and an office was opened, and a force of clerks and account- 
ants employed. When the extent of the work of this department was man- 
ifested, the auditors originally appointed refused to serve, and on the 5th 
of December following, John Nixon, John Maxwell Nesbitt, and Benjamin 
Fuller were appointed to serve in their stead. 

It was soon demonstrated that the finances of the State were in such a 
confused condition, that one class of accounts could not be settled inde- 
pendent of the other. Convinced of this fact through the representations 
of the auditors, the Assembly, on the 1st of March, 1719, extended the 
powers of the auditors already appointed, so as to bring under their juris- 
diction the accounts of the State Navy Board and the Board of War, and 
such other accounts as were intimately connected with them. 

Notwithstanding the fact, that the auditors thus appointed were clothed 
•with full power, they did not, it appears, accomplish the purpose of their 
appointment. Although the committee and council of safety had expired 
in the month of March, 1877, their accounts still remained unsettled as late 
as March 1, 1780, at which time the Assembly passed another law, repeal- 
ing all former ones on the subject, and providing more stringent measures 
for compelling persons intrusted, before and during the war with the dis- 
bursement of public moneys, to exhibit their accounts and vouchers before 
the auditors, who were required to attend hearings at other places more 
convenient than the city of Philadelphia, where the office of accounts was 
situated. The old auditors were relieved, and Joseph Deane, John Purvi- 
ance, and Samuel Miles appointed in their stead. The line of demarkation 
between the duties of these auditors, and the auditing committee appointed 
by the Assembly was distinctly drawn. The first mentioned, had jurisdic- 
tion only over the accounts of the committee and council of safety, the

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Navy Board and the Board of War, and accounts intimately connected with 
the same. The last mentioned was charged with the settlement of the ac- 
counts of the State Treasurer, the general loan office, light-house rates, du- 
ties on slaves, collectors of excise, Province island, and other public es- 
tates, county commissioners' and treasurers' accounts, and the incidental 
charges of the House of General Assembly. 

In addition to those above described, two other classes of auditors or 
auditing commissions were authorized during this period. . First, a com- 
mission consisting of one representative from each county in the State to 
adjust the accounts of the commissioners appointed to take charge of the 
personal effects of traitors and the accounts of the several lieutenants and 
sub-lieutenants of the several counties, for fines for the non-performance of 
militia duty. These were appointed by the act of April 2, 1779. Second, 
a commission for settling and adjusting the depreciation of the pay accounts 
of the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of the Pennsylvania 
line, in the Revolution. These were appointed agreeably to the resolution 
of Congress, by act of Assembly passed April 13, 1782. 

Comptroller General's Office. 

But all these methods of settling and adjusting the accounts of the State 
proved of no avail, and, as above stated, a new system was inaugurated in 
1782, by the passage of the act establishing " The Comptroller General's 
Office." By the terms of this act the ** Comptroller General was author- 
ized and empowered to liquidate and settle, according to law and equity, all 
claims against the Commonwealth for services performed, moneys advanced, 
or articles furnished by order of the legislative. or executive powers for the 
use of the same^ or for any other purpose whatever. 

All public accounts were rendered to the Comptroller General, and, when 
settled, transmitted to the Executive Council, who, when satisfied of their 
correctness, through the president, drew warrants upon the State Treasurer 
for the payment of the same. John Nicholson was appointed first Comp- 
troller General. 

This act was the basis of our present system, and many of its powers 
and regulations still remain, and are vested in and govern the Auditor Gen- 
eral and State Treasurer. Other provisions of the act are, of course, now 
obsolete, expired, or repealed. In order that a full understanding of the 
subject may be had, a somewhat detailed statement of subsequent legisla- 
tion connected with the Comptroller General's, Register General's, Auditor 
General's, and State Treasurer's departments is necessary.* 

By acts passed April 13 and September 20, 1782, the duties imposed upon 
the auditors appointed by the acts of December 18, 1780, and October 1, 
1781, to settle the pay accounts of the Revolutionary officers and the de-

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preciation of the pay of the State troops, so far as the same had not already 
been performed, were transferred to the Comptroller Greneral. By the act 
of April 1, 1784, this officer was further directed to assume the settlement 
of the accounts of the companies of " Rangers," appointed for the defense 
of the frontiers, and by the act of March 30, 1785, of the claims against 
forfeited estates. These claims were the debts due from persons whose 
lands had been confiscated after they had been attainted of treason. The 
Comptroller General was authorized to issue certificates for these debts, 
with interest payable semi-annually, (act of March 1, 1786,) and finally to 
redeem the same, (act of April 10, 1792.) 

On the 18th of February, 1785, an act was passed giving the benefit of 
trial by jury to the public oflicers of this State, and to other persons who 
shall be proceeded against in a summary manner by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral of the State. By this act an appeal was allowed to the Supreme Court 
from the settlement of accounts by the Comptroller General, after the set- 
tlement had been transmitted to the Executive Council. This act is noted 
as one of great importance, and contains the principles which still remain 
in force, though in form and manner considerable alterations have taken 
place. By subsequent legislation the benefits of this act were extended to 
accounts settled prior to its passage, provided the appeals were taken within 
a year after being authorized. 

In 1785, by the act of April 4th, the term of office of the Cc»mptroller 
General was extended to seven years, upon condition of good behavior 
only ; a salary of £800 per annum fixed, and the power of his appoint- 
ment vested in the Supreme Executive Council.* 

Register Generar* Office. 

The Comptroller General's office being thus established upon a satisfac- 
tory and permanent footing with large powers, the necessity of an adjunct 
department of accounts, to act as a check upon the one originally created, 
became apparent to the Legislature, and by the act of March 28, 1789, the 
Register General's office was created. The officer in charge of the same 
was styled the " Register General.'' His salary was £500 per annum, and 
the power of his appointment was vested in the General Assembly, whilst 
that of the Comptroller General, it will be remembered, was vested in the 
Supreme Executive Council. The Comptroller General was required to 
submit all accounts thereafter to be adjusted, before he should finally settle 
the same, to the inspection and examination of the Register General, and 
to take his advice and assistance in making such settlements ; and every 
statement and settlement of any public account by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, so made with the aid and assistance of the Register General, was to 
be laid before the Supreme Executive Council, in the same manner as be-

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fore provided. The Register General was requit'ed to open books and keep 
such accounts as should thereafter be opened or were then pending. 

All warrants and orders drawn by the Executive Council or Assembly 
were directed to be carried to the office of the Register General, and there 
countersigned and entered before they were charged upon the books of the 
Comptroller General. 

The Register General was further required, as often as he should be di- 
rected by the Executive Council, to inspect and examine such transactions 
of the Comptroller General as the Council should judge necessary and 
proper, and to report upon the same for their information. Reciprocal du- 
ties, as to furnishing statements of all classes of accounts within their juris- 
diction for the information of ea'»h other, were enjoined upon the Register 
General, Comptroller General, and State Treasurer. 

The Register General was required to prepare a general statement of all 
accounts of the Commonwealth, ending on the 30th of September in every 
year, on or before the 2 1st day of October following, and to lay the same 
before the General Assembly during the first week of each of their annual 
sessions. His books to be open to the inspection of the Council and As- 
sembly, or their committees, at all times. 

All accounts to be opened between the State and bodies politic, or indi- 
viduals, were to be submitted to, examined, liquidated, and adjusted by the 
Register General, who was vested for that purpose with like powers with 
the Comptroller General; and, after liquidation and adjustment, to be 
transmitted, with the vouchers and evidence, to the Comptroller General 
for his examination and approbation, who having examined and approved 
the same, and entered them, was, in like manner, to transmit them to the 
President and Council for final approbation, who having approved thereof, 
were to return the same by their secretary to the Register General, to be 
by him registered, and carefully filed and deposited in his office. 

In case of a difference of opinion between the Register General, Comp- 
troller General, or Treasurer, or either of them, relative to the duties re- 
quired of them, they were enjoined forthwith to apply to the Executive 
Council for their orders and directions therein, which should indemnify and 
save harmless all such officers paying obedience thereto. 

John Donaldson was appointed by the act creating the department, first 
Register General. 

By the act of March 28, IT 89, the Comptroller General was directed to 
examine the certificates granted by the orphans' court under the act* to 
provide for the more effectual relief of the widows and children of the offi- 
cers and privates of the militia who lost their lives in the service of their 
country, passed March 27, 1190; to approve the same, when in proper 
form ; register them in alphabetical order ; and, after submitting them to 
the examination of the Register General, to transmit them to the Execu- 
tive Council, who were authorized to draw warrants or orders upon the 
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State Treasurer for the payment of the same. This duty was subsequently 
imposed upon the State Treasurer. 

By the act passed April 1 , 1790, to enforce the collection of the revenues 
of the State, it was provided that all accounts for fees collected by the 
several State departments, all moneys received in payment for lands, &c., 
fees of the Supreme Court, courts of common pleas, clerk of the mayor's 
court, or of the several courts of quarter sessions, or other officers i eceiv- 
ing or accountable for fines and forfeitures, marriage or tavern licenses, or 
taxes upon legal process, and all accounts between the State and collectors 
of excise, county treasurers and auctioneers, should once in six months or 
oftener, if required by the State Treasurer, be rendered to him who without 
delay was to examine, liquidate, and adjust the same; for which purpose 
he was authorized by subpoena and attachment to call witnesses before him, 
and administer necessary oaths and affirmations ; and every such account 
so examined, liquidated, and adjusted, to transmit, together with the evi- 
dence and vouchers thereto belonging, to the Register General, for his ex- 
amination and approbation, who, if he approved thereof, was forthwith to 
transmit the same with the vouchers, &c., to the President and Supreme 
Executive Council for their final approbation, who having approved thereof 
were to return the same by their secretary to the Register General, who 
was to cause the same to be registered, as directed by law, in cases of ac- 
counts settled by the Comptroller General ; and to prevent error or fraud 
the Register General was directed to make upon each voucher a mark or 
note of reference to the account to which it referred when produced by the 
Treasurer ; and the said accounts, so approved and registered, to return 
with the vouchers to the Treasurer, who was thereupon, either to give dis- 
charges, or to take legal and effectual measures to recover the moneys due 
the Commonwealth. 

The Comptroller General, in connection with the Register General and 
State Treasurer, was directed to proceed in all matters connected with the 
issue, negotiation, and exchange of certificate, loans and stocks, in which 
the Commonwealth was interested. 

By the act for enforcing the due collection and payment of taxes within 
the Commonwealth, passed March 24, 1786, the commissioners of the sev- 
eral counties were directed to prepare, and transmit to the Comptroller 
General, fair duplicates of the assessments made within their respective 
counties for the collection of State taxes. This duty, so far as- State 
moneys were concerned, was subsequently, by the act of March a\ 1791, 
imposed upon county auditors. 

This arrangement of the accounting department continued until May 1, 
1809, with certain modifications, made by the act of April 4, 1792, regulat- 
ing anew the department of accounts, to enter into the details of which is 
beyond the scope of this sketch, sufficient details having already been pre- 
sented to give an insight into the earlier, which was the nucleus of the 
present system. 
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The Common wealth having honorably discharged all her debts and obli- 
gations, and the duties of the Accounting department being considerably 
diminished, and the certificates and bills of credit redeemed or extinguished, 
it was thought expedient to simplify the department, and to reduce its ex- 
penses. An entire change was made, and, while all the necessary powers 
were preserved, the new arrangement was less intricate, and the duties to 
be performed were enjoined upon fewer persons with equal responsibility. 

By the act of March IT, 1809, it was enacted that after the 1st day of 
the following Maj', there should be an oflBicer appointed, to be called the 
"Auditor General," who should be invested with all the powers then exer- 
cised by the Register General, and should perform all the duties of that 
officer, except as was then otherwise provided. The offices of Comptroller 
General and Register General were abolished, and all the books and papers 
in the Comptroller General's office belonging to the accountant and treas- 
ury department, which had any connection with the unsettled public ac- 
counts, were deposited in the office of the State Treasurer, and the remain- 
ing books and papers in the Comptroller General's office, pertaining to bus- 
iness already settled, and the records of the Register General's office were 
deposited in the office of the Auditor General, together with all treasury 
warrants, until called for. Officers required by former laws to make re- 
turns to the Register General were now enjoined to make like returns to 
the Auditor General. 

The State Treasurer was required to examine and revise all settlements 
made by the Auditor General, and when approved, to countersign and re- 
turn the same with the accompanying vouchers to the Auditor General. In 
case of a disagreement between these officers, the Governor was to act as 
umpire. 

This act further provided, that when any account shall be settled whereon 
a balance shall be found due from the Commonwealth, and money remain- 
ing in the treasury previously appropriated by law, for its payment the 
Auditor General should draw his warrants on the State Treasurer for the 
amount thereof; But in cases where no appropriations were made the Au- 
ditor General was directed to report the same to the House of Representa- 
tives, when in session. The State Treasurer had no authority to pay any 
accounts without the examination of the Auditor General, excepting such 
as were fixed absolutely in amount by law, such as salaries, annuities, pen- 
sions, &c., which could not be increased or diminished by the discretion of 
the Auditor General or Treasurer. Upon settlement the Treasurer was re- 
quired to produce before the Auditor General the receipts for all moneys 
paid by him. 

Appeals from settlements were to be tried by the common pleas court, as 
formerly. 

All the powers and duties vested by former laws in the Comptroller Gen- 
eral for the collection of moneys due the Commonwealth, and for sending 
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for persons and papers then still in force, and not transferred to the Audi- 
tor General, were imposed upon the State Treasurer. 

The Auditor General was authorized to procure a seal of office, and all 
papers certified by him under said seal, were to be taken as legal evidence 
in courts of justice. Together with the treasurer he was required to ex- 
hibit his accounts to the Legislature or its committees when called upon. 
He was to be appointed for three years from the 1st of May, subject to re- 
moval by the Governor on the address of the Legislature. He was to give 
bond in the sum of $5,000, and to receive a salary yearly of $1,833 33 in 
quarterly payments.* George Bryan was the first Auditor General. 

Thus by this legislation, and the important act of the 30th of March, 
1811, entitled *' An act to amend and consolidate the several acts reJating 
to the settlement of the public accounts and the payment of the public 
moneys," was created our present accounting department, the principal 
officer of which, so far as the settlement of accounts is concerned, is the 
Auditor General. 

No material change has been made in the Auditor General's office since 
the passage of the comprehensive act of 1811. Certain modifications in, 
and additions to, the duties of the officer in charge of the same, it is true, 
have occurred, but these have been merely incident to the increase of busi- 
ness in the progress of time. The office ceased to be an appointive one in 
1850, since which time Auditors General have been chosen by the people, 
at general elections, to serve for three years. In 1821, the powers and 
duties of tha Escheator General, a former land officer, were conferred upon 
the Auditor General, since which time he has performed the same. 

The present Auditor General's Department consists of a chief and thirteen 
assistants, who keep and audit the accounts of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed by the Treasurer, and every agent of the Commonwealth. 

Such are the leading points in the financial operations of Pennsylvania, 
presented in a necessarily hasty, and, doubtless, in many respects, an im- 
perfect manner, but if the public may gather any information from the 
sketch, or history has, in any particular, been conserved by its preparation, 
the object of its author has been attained.
